THE TWO EL PASOS. 


A CHAPTER OF SOUTHERN BOR­ 
DER LIFE. 


T h e S u rp risin g - C h a n g e s E x p e r ie n c e d 
fro m C r o s sin g t h e D iv id in g 
H i v e r —M e x ic a n L a w s.

E l P aso del N oete, September, la*G. 
The tw in tow ns, w hich Lave lately been 
brought into ucuaual prom inence as the 
possible “ seat o f war," are interesting 
enough to deserve m ore than passing no­ 
tice. That great river, the liio Grande— 
called by our m ore poetical southern neigh­ 
bors 11 E l liio liravo del Norte" (the brave 
river of the North), w hich serves as a long 
boundary line betw een the U nited States 
and M exico—here separates the Am erican 
E l Paso from its M exican sister o f the sam e 
nam e. 
Though the distance between the 
towns, bridged by both tram way and rail­ 
road, is scarcely four hundred feet, there is 
the greatest possible contrast between the 
two places. 


THE AMERICA!»' EL PASO, 
W hich boasts o f 0,000 inhabitants, is built 
m uch after the m anner o f all wide-awake 
W estern cities, yet w ith a character pecu­ 
liarly its ow n—a faint reflection, no doubt, 
from the other side o f the river. 
Its prin­ 
cipal business street is occupied by a borse- 
car line, and several side streets 
give 
scarcely less evidence o f com mercial aeiiv- 
itv . There- are brick blocks and shingle 
bfockn, handsom e houses and tum ble-down 
shanties, jum bled together a la crazy quilt 
—th e usual nondescript conglom eration of 
border tow ns; but in justice, be it said, 
El Paso is far above the average o f liio 
Grande settlem ents. 
Everything denotes 
prosperity, from the well-dressed, content- 
cd-looking citizen, to num berless shops 
w ith their large and varied assortment of 
goods. 
There is one really "swell” hotel 
w hich looks as if it bad inadvertently 
strayed away from New York, and several 
others nearly as good. 
There is also a 
daily newspaper, an opera house, a fine fire 
department, and all the accessories of a 
nourishing city. 
T o be sure there are 
rather more saloons and their usual ad­ 
juncts than libraries, picture galleries, etc.; 
but these are errors which m aturity m ay 
correct, (or young towns like young hu­ 
m ans, m ust sow their wild oats. 
El Paso 
is the great 


(¡ATE WAY TO MEXICO— 
A railway center possessing m any features 
which should assure it a prosperous fu­ 
ture. 
It is the southwestern term inus for 
those three great system s—Atchison, To­ 
peka and Santa Fe, Missouri Pacific and 
Sunset rou tes; it is also the eastern termi­ 
nus of the Southern Pacific, and the north­ 
ern term inus of the M exican Central. 
A ll 
these roads have erected permanent and 
handsom e buildings, and occupy more or 
less space for shops, yard room , switch 
tracks, etc. 
A U nited States Custom -house 
is o f course located here.to the perpetual ag­ 
gravation o f travelers, though its gentle­ 
m anly but vigilant otiicials are as polite as 
the duties of their position w ill permit. 
On either side of the liio Grande it is 
beH to give up ones keys cheerfully at the 
outset and subm it to the inevitable search­ 
ing, for those cranks who demur, and 
would-be swindlers, w ho attem pt to bribe 
the officers, invariably get the worst o f it. 
The im m ediate surroundings o f El Paso 
are not of a character to im press northern- 
born persons strongly in its favor as aplace 
of residence. 
For hundred o f m iles in 
every direction the country is 


BARREN, ROCKY ASU UNPRODUCTIVE. 
A few trees and som e scant vegetation 
struggle for a sickly existence in the im m e­ 
diate vicinity of the city ; but one w ho is 
neither an actual nor prospective property 
holder in this section, m ay confess that, 
notw ithstanding its hoped-for future, the 
crude little town - s e t aw ay down on the 
edge o f the republic, and apparently re­ 
m ote front everywhere—does look ratlur 
forlorn and undesirable. 
Its streets, how ­ 
ever, present a lively aspect, particularly in 
the late afternoons, w hen the sun—which, 
during m ost of the year, is skylarking in 
the nineties—is low enough to allow one 
to forget H ades for a brief period. 
The 
newly-arrived observer is profoundly im ­ 
pressed by several things. 
H e is not only 
surprised by the scores of handsom e equip­ 
ages, which rem ind him o f Central Park 
(lu a gala day, and the num ber o f fair 
equestrians w ho delight in cantering up 
and down the main thoroughfare, but is 
also struck by over-dressing ol the sud­ 
denly rich—with their street display o f jew ­ 
els and nargeous expanse o f watch-chains, 
which would disgust a Bostonian and as­ 
tonish even a Chicagonian—and tlieunder- 
dressing o f the so-called “ lower classes,” 
fem ales front over the river, w ho consider 
a chem ise and a petticoat sufficient adorn­ 
m ent for all occasions. 
A little north o f El Paso, approaching by 
the Atchison road, the traveler passes 


FORT IILISS, 
W here a detachm ent of Uncle Sam uel’s 
boys are stationed—though w h y they called 
that modern inferno "Bliss” is m ore than 
the im agination can conceive. 
Besides thesteam -car transit, a sm all pile 
trestle bridge over the Bio Grande—which 
is also used as a highway for wagons and 
pedestrians—connects the two El Pasos by 
liarse ear line. 
It is difficult to realize that 
iu m erely crossing that narrow, yellow, in- 
signilicai.t-looking stream we bid adieu to 
the land of the stars and stripes, its laws and 
its protection, and plunge into a country 
as old as Egypt 1 
That five m inutes' ride 
transports one into another wot Id, as it 
were—into the land o f a rom antic race, 
w hose civilization, coeval with the palm iest 
days of Persia, partakes strangely o f the 
Orient. 
T he M exican side of the liio 
Grande show s more foliage, flowers, orch­ 
ards, gardens—a striking and pleasing con­ 
trast after the deserts we have p a st; and 
still more pleasing to eyes that have become 
wearied o f m ushroom palaces and freshly- 
painted sm artness, are the old gray walls 
and softened tints—the indefinable air of 
rest and repose that w ell becomes a coun­ 
try which was hoary with antiquity before 
our lusty infant, the U nited States del Norte, 
was born. 
THE MEXICAN EL PASO, 
Though called the “ tw in ” o f the town 
on the other 
side o f the river, is at 
least 
a 
century 
older, and 
is 
con­ 
sidered by the 
tim e-worn 
neighboring 
villages 
as 
a 
precocious young 
fledg­ 
ling not out o f long clothes. 
It contains 
abont 7,000 inhabitants, and 
is distin­ 
guished from its Am erican sister by the 
addition o f the words del A'orle—“ o f the 
north." 
Strolling over the place, one sees 
few signs of the alleged progress o f these 
latter days. 
The handsom e depot, the big 
dining-hall, with its ear-splitting bell and 
Yankee pie. and other “ im provem ents” 
m ade by the railway com pany, are about 
the only substantial changes evolved (lur­ 
ing the lust fifty years. 
Adobe houses, 
w iih their blank, window less exteriors and 
barn-like doors, greet you on every side. 
T he long lanes and narrow streets are lined 
w ith these low structures, all as m onoto­ 
nously alike as so m anv peas inja pot, their 
expressionless grav- w alls rem inding one of 
dead 
faces 
with 
sealed 
eyes. 
The 
citizens. 
generaliy 
seated 
in 
front 
of 
their casus, or behind their barred 
casem ents, gaze at you abstractedly, as if 
looking out o f the past age to w hich they 
b elon s. Now and then one m eets a native, 
sauntering along on the shady side under 
a huge som brero; silver coins jingling up 
the sides o f his breeches, dagger and pis­ 
tols stuck in his belt, and a bright-hued 
zarape slung carelessly over one sh ou ld er; 
or a scantily-clad wom an returning from 
the p la n fountain w ith a red water-jar 
upon her shoulder which she steadies with 
on e bare brown arm as gracefully as did Re­ 
becca when Jacob fell in love with her at 
th e w ell. 
At certain hours of the day be­ 
hind every house a sound o f soatting is 
heard— so alarm ingly like that produced 
by the pernicious habit o f our grand­ 
m others, the sp a n k in g ” of children, that 
one involuntarily listens for a e r y . 
It is 
m ade by the native housew ife, manufactur­ 
ing 


TORTILLAS, THE MEXICAN “ STAFF OP L IF E ." 
Like her cousins on the Nile, the Gances 
aud the Euphrates, sh e feeds her fam ily on 
unleavened bread, w hich is m ade sim ply 
by 
soaking the 
corn iu lim e 
water, 
cru shin g it 
into 
paste 
on 
a 
stone 
metate w ith a stone rolling-pin, and then 
taking sm all lum ps o f this putty-like m ix ­ 
ture, slapping it into sm all thin cakes be­ 
tween her hands, and baking it quickly 
upon a heated stone or iron griddle. 
Her 
“ kitchen ” is the m ost prim itive that can 
be im agined, any convenient spot—gener­ 
ally out-of-doors—answ ering for the pur­ 
pose. She has never dream ed o f such m od­ 
ern inconveniences as stoves, tables ar.d 
chairs, but believes in having lhiag3 handy. 
H er metale, being o n ly about six inches 
h igh at one end and sloping dow n to an 
in ch at the other, sh e kneels upon the 
ground behind the highest part o f it, and 
gradually n u ch es the corn downward upon 1 


the clean cloth spread to receive it.

" m ash ers” as "these low-caste M exican 
wom en are! 
They are eternally at i", 
through most of their w aking honrs be­ 
tween the cradle and the grave; aud the 
sim ple food w hich is the result of their 
labors helps to m ake them strong and 
sturdy as a race, and certainly gives them 
the glittering w hite teeth for w hich they 
are distinguished. 
M exican law s have placed so m any 


RESTRICTIONS UPON FOP. ETON ERA 
W ho attem pt to do business near the bor­ 
der of this country—prohibiting them en­ 
tirely from ow ning land w ithin certain 
lim its—that all com mercial and other in ­ 
terests of E l Paso del Norte rem ain, very 
properly, in the hands o f the natives. 
W hile m any o f these are inc lined to be 
energetic and to struggle up within hailing 
distance o f the tim es, the m ajority are 
but ied in a Rip Van W inkle slum ber from 
w hich nothing but Gabriel’s trum pet or a 
revolution could awaken them . 
M exican 
merchants hereabouts, laboriug under the 
sam e general apathy that appears to have 
possessed their ancestors, are content to do 
business on the same sm all scale and in the 
sam e old adobe shops of their forefathers. 
I.anded property is acquired in M exico/ 
as anywhere else, either bv purchase or do­ 
nation, accession, prescription, adjudica­ 
tion or inheritance. 
P ublic lands (terrenos 
bul-Hot) are subject to " denouncem ent,’ or 
being taken possession of in the high­ 
handed m anner by which other people’s 
m ines or private property is som etim es ap­ 
propriated ; such dem mneenieut (denuncio) 
being lim ited to 2 óoO hectares, or about 
6,25o acres, to each denouncer, and at the 
biennial estim ation o f the Federal Govern­ 
m ent as to the value o f land in each State. 
Public lands in the State o f C hihuahua are 
valued at ill cents per acre, and for that 
price any American m ay " take ut>” a tract 
for any purpose— if more than the pres­ 
cribed 0,230 acres, by special grant or con­ 
tract with the Minister uf Public W orks) if 
he dare brave the follow ing laws governing 
the 
HOLDING OF PROFERTA* 11Y FOREIGNERS. 
First—Foreigners residing in the Repub­ 
lic of Mexico m ay acquire all kinds of 
landed property, including m ines of every 
description, by the sam e titles that the civil 
law establishes for M exican citizens. 
Second—T he exceptions to this rule are : 
la) That to acquire land situated tw enty 
leagues or loss—sixty geographical m iles— 
from any frontier o f the republic, a for­ 
eigner m ust first obtain the perm ission of 
the President. (6) No foreigner can acquire 
real estate situated w ithin five leagues or 
less fifteen m iles) of the coast lin e of the 
republic, not even with the President’s per­ 
m ission, unless by the enactm ent of a spe­ 
cial law. 
(-•) N o foreigner, born or natural­ 
ized in a country bordering on the republic 
(w hich o f course can mean only citizens of 
the United States! can acquire public lands 
by " denouncem ent” when said lands are 
situated in a .State or Territory bordering 
on it. 
Third—A foreigner loses all right to 
landed property he m ay have acquired in 
the republic: 
(a) By absenting him self 
w ith his fam ily from the country for two 
years without gubernamental permission : 
except in the case of m ines, w hich m ay be 
retained, even in absence, by the observ­ 
ance o f certain other laws, 
(b) By resid­ 
ing perm anently out of the republic, even 
when the owner leaves a representative or 
attorney w ith full rights to act for him . 
Mines are not included, 
(c) By transfer- 
ing the property—by inheritance, sale or 
any other title—to any person not residing 
in the republic. 
M ines are excepted. 
In 
all o f these cases the property m ust he 
sold, and the product o f the sale, m inus a 
deduction of ten per cent., delivered to the 
former owner, 
id) B y not m aintaining on 
territory acquired by 
denouncem ents” as 
public land—which iu no case m ust be 
more than fifteen hundred hectares to each 
denouncer—at least one inhabitant for each 
two h u n fr d hectares of its e itm sio n , so 
that the land m ay be inhabited to that ex­ 
tent not less than for four m onths in every 
year. 
" Fourth—T he 
responsibilities 
of 
the 
acquisition o f real estate by foreigners in 
M exico a re: 
la) The obligation to subject 
them selves to th e law s in force, or w hich 
m ay be enacted, respecting tLe holding, 
transfer, use and im provem ent of property, 
and subm ission to the judgm ents o f the 
Mexican tribunals in everything relating to 
it. (/¡) T he obligation to pay all lawful 
taxes, 
(c) To aid personally and w ith h is 
m eans in preserving order and security in 
the place where he m ay reside, 
(d) The 
duties of a Mexican citizen, w hich the for­ 
eigner becom es on acquiring real estate, 
unless he expressly declares beforehand 
his wish to preserve his nationality. 
Many a son o f the Land of the Free has 
settled him self here w ithout being aware 
of the latter clause, and has been aston­ 
ished som e fine day on finding that lie has 
forfeited all liis rights as an “American 
citizen,” w ithout acquiring any real rights 
in the land of his adoption w hich an y­ 
body feels bound to respect! 
Before being entitled to hold real estate 
in M exico, foreigners must either he actual 
residents o f the Republic and be duly im- 
ntat, ¡ciliated through the- Legations at the 
Foreign office (M inisterio de Relaciones), 
or must have given a power of attorney, 
certified by a Mexican Consul, to a resident 
o f Mexico". 
The penalties for fraud and contraband 
goods are very severe in this country, and 
all cases are vigorously prosecuted; there­ 
fore shippers w ill do well to be careful in 
having tiieir papers correctly executed. 
The billow ing penalties are im posed for 
sm u gglin g. 
The confiscation o f all 
m erchandise, 
ships, cars and anim als in or by which the 
sam e have been brought. 
Besides 
pecuniary 
punishm ent, 
the 
perpetreiors 
o f 
fraud 
in 
the 
fiscal 
duties, 
as 
w ell 
as 
their 
accom plices 
and 
receivers, 
and the em ployes v.ho 
connive 
with 
them , 
are 
punished 
in the following raiio : If the duties am ount 
to more than $200, im prisonm ent for live 
years, and in other cases im prisonm ent 
from two to six m onths. 
Y et sm uggling 
is constantly indulged in. not only as a 
means o f earning a livelihood, but ns a 
pastime, the danger adding zest to the e x ­ 
citem ent of it. 
Church and State not only 
take a hand in it, haughty caballeros (gen­ 
tlem en). too proud to work, and dainty 
señoritas o f the first society, but not infre­ 
quently the Custom -house officers them ­ 
selves are in cahoots with regular bands of 
contrabandists. 
O ccasionally parties are 
discovered and p u n ish ed ; but they are 
generally clum sy Am ericans, or poor devils 
w ho neglected to first " see ’’ the officials 
with promise o f half the spoil.-:. 
Seldom, 
indeed, are the high class M exican sm ug­ 
glers exposed, the Custom -house officers 
contenting them selves w ith bulliragging 
travelers, and diving into the depths of 
their trunks for possible dutiable trinkets. 
Many an innocent-looking load of hay. 
corn or straw that 
meanders leisurely 
through the streets of these northern M ex­ 
ican cities in broad ¡lay. has som e valuable 
deposit concealed w ithin it, and the clatter 
of horses’ hoofs that startles you in the 
wee sum ’ hours m ay be som e returning 
band of respectable contrabandists.

A t the last m eeting of the California 
Academ y o f Sciences, 
I’rof. Joseph La 
Conte, at the request ol Prof. Davidson, 
the President, delivered a lecture on " The 
general cause of earthquakes, w ith special 
reference to the recent ones at Charleston.” 
T he lecturer spoke w ithout notes and cave 
a very interesting discourse to a large audi­ 
ence. 
H e spoke, as 
reported by 
the 
Scienlljli Press, substantially as follow s: 
There is no subject w hich has m ore inter­ 
est than the subject of earthquakes, oud 
the cause is obvious. 
It ¡3 because the 
origin o f earthquakes is hidden from direct 
observation. 
R eally the phenom ena o f the 
earthquake is com plex, and that w hich has 
m ost tended to retar 1 investigation is the 
suddenness with w hich they occur, creat­ 
ing terror aud surprise. 


THE SEISMOORAI'H. 
T his difficulty w ill soon he gotten over 
by the use of tiie seismograph, w hich w ill 
not adm it o f surprise cr other em otion. 
These instrum ents are being introduced 
into all earthquake countries, and princi­ 
pally in Japan, where the m ost satisfactory 
observations have Leen made. There Avill 
soon be one at M ount H am ilton, and an­ 
other al Fulton, and we w iil then have a 
better opportunity of comparing notes with 
observations m ade in other places. 
IVe 
w ill have a better opportunity to notice the 
principle of induction. 
A feature of earth­ 
quakes appears to be that, in proportion as 
we extend our observations of them , they 
becom e more com m on. In Japan there are 
about TOO a year, or two a day. 
There is 
not an hour in any day in the vear that the 
earth is not shaking som ewhere. 
W hat 
we want is som e theory that w ill give sig­ 
nificance and coherente" to the phenom ena. 


IMMEDIATE AND REMOTE CAUSE. 
There are two kinds of causes. 
One is 
the im m ediate cause of 
the 
observed 
phenom ena: the oilier is the rem ote, ulti­ 
m ate real cause, hidden deep in the bowels 
of the earth. As to the im m ediate canse, 
this w e know : 
It is a rising of the surface 
of*the earth from som e hidden force, and 
spreading on the surface of the eartii in a 
series o f elastic earth waves. 
These are 
sim ilar som ewhat in origin to sound waves. 
The difference in sound waves and earth 
waves is a difference m erely of rapidity of 
vibration. 
If they are so rapid that they 
are not noticed by the nerves, they are 
sound waves. 
If heavy, they becom e more 
or less dangerous, and we all call them 
earthquakes. 
T he phenom ena are sim ilar. 
The sm aller ones we notice as sound ; the 
heavier ones are from earthquakes. 
Sup­ 
pose a concussion, no matter from what 
cause—say several tons of nitro-glvcerine. 
buried deep in the earth. (Here the lecturer 
showed a diagram to represent a portion of 
the earth’s crust, forty m iles long, tw enty 
m iles broad and ten m iles deep, the focal 
point being in the lower center o f the 
figure, and the effect shown by 


CONCENTRIC WAVES 
Sim ilar to that produced on the surface of 
the water when a stone or other substance 
is thrown in.) 
These concentric waves 
m ove w ith great rapidity, and it is the 
passage uf these waves that constitute what 
we call an earthquake. 
W e m ust keep in 
our m inds the direction of the wave m otion 
and the direction ot their propagation. 
Another thing we m ust notice is the veloc­ 
ity o f the earth’s m otion and the velocity 
with which the wave is transm itted. 
The 
latter is L«y far greater than the former. 
B y m eans o f the seism ograph w e shall be 
able to accurately record these morions, 
and not only that, but the day, hour, m in ­ 
ute and second at which they occur. 
The 
pencil, as soon as the earthquake is felt, 
w ill mark the tim e, the duration and the 
rapidity w ith w hich it is traveling, and 
even the m otion o f the wave w ill be re­ 
corded. 
There are several pencils doing 
duty, and these w ill also tell the direction 
uf the wave and its angle oí em ergence, by 
w hich m eans the probable point o f focus 
can be arrived at. 
Several cases have 
proved that 
THE FOCAL FC'INT 
Can be fixed. 
In 
the earthquake of 
tS 't 1, the subject was discussed largely, 
and it was thought 
that the 
starting 
point of the shake was i>0 to 100 m iles 
in the interior o f the earth. 
II was noth­ 
ing of the kind, being only about nine 
m iles. 
T he one in Italy started from a 
depth of six m iles. 
One in Japan was only 
three m iles. 
One great earthquake re­ 
corded was found to have its local center 
only a half a m ile in depth. 
T his was in 
consequence of exceedingly lim ited charac­ 
ter. 
It has been show n in m any cases that 
the focus was not a point, h u t a fissure S, 
9. or 10 m iles in length. 
T his is a m ost 
im portant discovery. 
As to im m ediate 
causes of earthquakes, they are tlie result 
uf a series of elastic shakes, and like nil 
waves, subject to refraction, interference, etc. 
The more remote the cause of the con­ 
cussions, the more remote the true cause of 
the earthquake. 
The agencies of earth­ 
quake are uf two kinds—the ingeous and the 
aqueous. T he one rough-hews the features 
of the earth, and the other shapes those 
features. 
Une m akes the great sea-bottoms 
and m ountain chains, and the other m akes 
the beautiful scenery and details o f form of 
the earth. 
T he earth 
forces w e know 
a b o u t; the other is from the sun. 


EARTHQUAKES AND VOLCANOES. 
The association o f earthquakes with vol­ 
canoes is natural. 
Take any m ap and you 
w ill note the sim ilarity between the earth­ 
quake and the volcano countries, although 
som etim es there is no connection. 
They 
never have volcanic eruptions in the H a­ 
waiian Islands w ithout earthquakes. There 
are also, of course, earthquakes w ithout 
volcanic eruptions. 
But when volcanic ac­ 
tivity ceases we are apt to have earth­ 
quakes. 
After Stromboll stopped its erup­ 
tions earthquakes were frequent. 
On the 
contrary, where they have had shocks for 
years, the sudden opening o f a volcano 
seemed to stop them . 
Som e people think 
that there are cavities in the earth filled 
w ith steam , which finally discharge one 
into tho other, causing earthquakes. In m y 
opinion tho fracture is more apt to produce 
them than the escaping steam . 
It is a cu­ 
rious fact that the Italians and French hold 
to g a s being the probable cause, w hile the 
Am ericans, Germans and English hold dif­ 
ferent view s. 
In 1835 there was an earth­ 
quake on the coast of South Am erica, after 
which the entire coast line was elevated 
from ten to twelve feet. There had evi­ 
dently been a fracture and a slip, or likely 
a readjustment of an old slip. 
It is a well- 
known fact that the interior -.if the earth is 
shrinking faster than the shell and 


SOMETHING MUST LIVE WAY, 
And it does give way by the crashing o f the 
shell. 
Now, perhaps, an earthquake is 
produced by the snapping or readjustment 
uf old fractures—a readjustment o: broken 
parts. 
In South Am erica changes are con­ 
stantly going on. 
If the earth yields grad­ 
ually to the forces w hich are constantly 
raising the coast o f South Am erica, there 
w ill be no earthquakes; but if it resists the 
force w ill eventually oblige it to yield sud­ 
denly. and an earthquake is the result. 
. 
Again, it is well know n that the interior 
of tlie earth is contracting m ore rapidly 
than the surface, cr i the shrinkage o f the 
shell on this is apt to cause m otion of the 
surface : it gives way by crushing or fold­ 
ing. 
Every tim e the crust tbu3 m oves, we 
have an earthquake. 
Suppose the earth is 
com posed o f great crust-blocks, each hun­ 
dred of m iles in extent. 
A s the interior 
shrinks, those blocks m ust settle. 
If you 
lock at the Coast Range of m ountains, you 
w ill see there are at least five bends one 
way and five another, and if those were 
spread out, it would be found that two 
m iles had been mashed ir.to one. 
In one 
place sixteen m iles spread out would m ake 
ninety-six m iles. 
'I tos is not extrem e. 
It 
is the Appalachian chain. 
In the h igh ­ 
lands o f Scotland there are im m ense masses 
lolded os er each other. 
These forces are 
alm ost inconceivable. It did not take place 
slow ly. 
The w hole surface o f continents 
is broken by fissures, som e 200 or -'iCO m iles 
long. 
T his breaks it up into great blocks, 
which slip and slip. 3 know no better illus­ 
tration than the 


GREAT PLATEAU OF THE COLORADO. 
That region is traversed bv north and 
south fissures. 200 to 5C9 m ilts long, sep­ 
arated 29 or 30 m iles, thus m aking great, 
oblong blocks oí earth—som etim es very 
high. 
Som e o f the slips are 5.000 or 10,000 
feet anil the escarpments 2,000 feet. 
In 
the Basin region "there arc great eartii 
blocks tii ted on edge. 
These great escarp- 
me.nts did not occur at once, but every 
oaroxysin caused an earthquake. 
This is 
by far the m ost frequent cause of earth­ 
quakes. 
T he m ost _ popular theory 
concerning 
earthquakes is that electricity causes them . 


I do not care to go into this, because it does 
not deserve more than a passing notice. 
■Still, som e scientists of repute uphold this 
theory. 
1 w ill not assert there is “ nothing 
in it,” but only because the true scientist is 
not disposed to he bigoted. 
But this I 
can s a y : 
I never 
heard 
or read the 
slightest srientic 
proof of this theory. 
Electricity has taken hold of the popular 
im agination, so 
that 
any inexplicable 
thing is explained by “ electricity.” 
For 
exam ple, vital force, nerve force, etc . are 
inexplicable, 
so 
m any 
lay 
it 
to 
electrical fotce. 
So also w ith earthquakes 
— electricity 
is 
m ade 
the 
scapegoat. 
They have said v e have earthquakes in 
California on account o f the "glorious 
clim a te” and the 
absence o f thunder 
storm s. 
Others have said our last great 
earthquakes were 
before the 
railroads 
cam e in Icfi'J; we have none now. 
As to 


CALIFOKSI V EARTHQUAKES, 
Fissures and slips of crust m ay occur any­ 
where. 
But there are certain places where 
there tire linea of weakness. 
One o f these 
places is at the lin e o f the foot of a chain 
ct m ountains on oik side, where the bend­ 
ing of the uplifted earth is great. 
Another 
place is along the line o f continents. A long 
the base o f m ountains, say the Sierra N e­ 
vada, there is a chance for frequent shocks. 
The 
great 
Inyo 
earthquake 
occurred 
at such a place. 
There is a split right 
at 
the 
base 
o f 
the m ountain going 
for forty m iles with a drop o f tw enty feet. 
T he Sierra Nevada, 
in 
rising, dragged 
up the more level lar.d gradually with 
it, 
but 
a 
final 
readjustment 
caused 
an earthquake, as it alw ays w ill. 
The cliffs at the Wasatch m ountains arc 
of sim ilar formation, and som e day Balt 
Lake m ay be destroyed. 
On this side of 
the Coast Range, near Niles and Haywards, 
there is a line which adjusts itself from 
tim e to time, as the foldings o f the m ount­ 
ains show . 
On the A tlantic coast there is 
a line of weakness extending from New 
Y ork to the gulf, the formation being of 
tertiary origin, and the consequence is fre­ 
quent oscillation. 
W hen 1 heard of the 
Charleston disaster I m ade tip m y m ind 
that it was an off-shore 
line. 
Earth­ 
quakes 
all 
over 
the globe have had 
points o f resem blance to this one. 
It 
is usually a m ovem ent o f the sea bed off 
shore that gives rise to the sea wave and 
earthquake. 
A long the old prim ordial 
continent margin is a place where there is 
a bend in the earth, that m akes the ocean 
bed, and a readjustment of the old con­ 
tracted margin m akes earthquakes possi­ 
ble. 
Som etim es waves occur, and som e­ 
tim es not. T he old Archten rocks are cov­ 
ered by tertiary and other rocks. 
These 
broke and slipped and affected less and 
less the sea-bottom. My object in speaking 
to you to-night is to put your m inds in a 
position to judge tor yourselves when the 
details o f facts o f the late earthquakes are 
available.

S o il, C rops and M oisture.—T he inter­ 
esting researches in Germany o f Professor 
E. W ollney have shown that both soil and 
crops have a great influence upon the pro­ 
portion o f m oisture in the atmosphere. 
Other things being equal, the atmospheric 
m oisture is greatest over hum us soils, least 
over sands, and takes an interm ediate posi­ 
tion over clays. 
T he air ever flat and con­ 
e ive su-faces is moister than that over ad­ 
jacent slopes. 
Ground inclining to the 
north contributes more to the m oisture of 
the air then southern slopes, while easterly 
and westerly inclines take an intermediate 
place. T he m oisture is greater over a plant- 
covered tract than over a bare soil, and in ­ 
creases with the density o f the vegetation. 
A m ong ordinary crops, m eadows impart 
m ost m oisture to the air; then follow pe­ 
rennial fodder plants, such as clover and 
lucera ; then sum m er crops, w hich have a 
prolonged vegetation, such as turnips, oats, 
maize, beans and potatoes; then those of 
briefer growth, as flax, rye, barley and 
peas : and. lastly, winter wheat. 


L and E levation.— D ana finds that the 
average bight of the land above sea-level is 
about 1,000 feet, and that this would proba­ 
bly cover the bottom of tho sea to the depth 
of 375 fe e t; so that, taking the average 
depth at 1-5,000 feet, it would take forty 
tim es as m uch land as exists above sea- 
level to fill the oceanic depressions. 
The 
mean h igb l o f Europe has been stated to be 
(¡70 feet ( Leitpoldt m akes it 971 feet); Asia. 
1.150; Europe and A sia together, 1.010. 
North America. 74S; South America, 1.132; 
all America, 0-‘X); Africa, probably about 
1.630 feet, and Australia perhaps 500. 
So 
far us now known the extrem es o f level in 
the land are 29.000 feet above the level of 
the ocean, in Mount Everest o f the H im a­ 
layas, and 1,390 below it. at the Dead sea. 
Asia has also a great depressed Caspian 
area; Africa, in the Algerian "chotis," 
sinks to iuO feet below sea-level, w hile in 
Am erica. Death’s V alley .California, reaches 
from 100 to 200 feet lower than the ocean 
surface.

The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is nereby declared to inch;

credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and ali 
other matters and things. Teal, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ownership: ;>r nided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such a? may belong to 
the United States, this Statef-or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: and, 
provided further, that railroads shali bc_ taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation o* ships 
and vessels ownecl and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem t*ix. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case o f credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction fiom credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


S f.c. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make aud deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
first Monday in March. 


S e c. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shali be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning (ir operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day c f July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an aunual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin this State, of such railroad, lor the year 
ending upon the thirty-first cav o f December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sncn railroad, and upon tlie 
shares o f the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gage-?, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed.

For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one ro.id. One-third of the tax paid 
by cori*iration8 or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
.State, and two thir is thereof shall be paid to 
the couutvor counties iu which said raLrood is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration. a.sfoci.Vion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the saíne snail be­ 
come due. or w ithin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads w ithin this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the legislature may impose for the no:i pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon tiie property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, am i may 
be enforced in auch manner as the Legislature 
may by law" prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same art: situated wi'hin the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at & spatial election 
held for that purpose, the same a.s other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Sec. it . Incom e taxes m ay be aa^psed and 
collected from persons, corporation*, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business In this State, or any one cr more of 
them , in such oa^.H and amounts an l in such 
manner as shall tie prescribed by aaw. Mo Court 
w ithin this State shall have powe*. by rnjonc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection o f any tax la i/ 'inder the 
form of law. except upon a showL 
that the 
Rome property ha been 'axed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onlj upon paym ent to the Tax Collector, orintc 
Coiirt, of a sum equal to th e amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question;

L aie , A ugust 30,1580. 
I have attended two or three native wed­ 
dings since 1 have been here, but tbe best I 
have ever seen, and in fact one of tbe best 
ever held at I.aie, occurred about two weeks 
ago. I lf course all of the white people were 
solicited to go, as their attendance serves to 
give an eciat to the affair very much ap­ 
preciated by our dusky neighbors. The 
briilc was a girl about 15 years old. and 
lived only a few rods f,onl Vuy own door. 
IISi haute was Mcle (Marv), and she has 
served tor some time as one of our kitchen 
maids. So she had imbibed high notions 
as to dress and personal adornments. The 
groom was a young man about 11 years 
old, I should judge, and lived down at I.aie 
Malou, as the little cluster of houses is 
called, two miles south of here. 
About 10 o'clock Saturday morning the 
bell which is commonly used as a signal 
for all sorts of gatherings jingled out its 
shrill summons. 
I had been watching 
from the doorway the little grass lint be­ 
low the hill, where dwelt the center of the 
day’s interest—Mele. Girls and boys in 
shining white, awkwardly crowned "with 
wreath's, and pegging about with uncom­ 
fortable shoes on, ran in and out the hut. 
Out flew the brille once in a curious un­ 
dress fashion, w ith hair tightly screwed in 
cur! papers. After her rushed the groom : 
and only the dense shelter of the trees and 
hushes can tell what followed, in the way 
of frolic. However, from all parts of the 
compass flocked a gaily-dressed crowd, the 
women appearing mostly in white, with 
startling combinations of colors as orna­ 
ments, in the shape of ribbons, scarfs, arti­ 
ficial and real flowers jostling each other 
on the same spreading breast. In about 
half an hour all was ready, and 
THE rr.OCESSIOX FOR-MET). 
The brass baud hired for the day at the 
muuificent sum of $3. with feast privileges, 
-took the lead, followed by a stout woman 
bearing tlic national flag." The members of 
the Hui Manaiva Lea (Relief Society) fol­ 
lowed. 
Then came the Huí Opio ¡ Young 
People’s Association), and now the bride 
and groom pace slowly behind, the bride’s 
head held down, either with modesty or a 
frantic fear least her unusual head gear 
might fall off, 1 am unable to decide which. 
Behind them came three bridesmaids, ac­ 
companied by three groomsmen in quite the 
orthodox way. The father and mother, 
relatives, friends and a promiscuous crowd 
of men, women and children bring up the 
rear. We follow at a convenient distance, 
and eater, just behind the bridal party, tbe 
scbool-house where the ceremony is to be 
performed. Evidently, tbe manv'er of con­ 
ducting the affair was prearranged, for all 
perform then parts with the still' precision 
of unpracticed actors. 
In front of a small table the native gen­ 
tleman l'eter stands, with the case and 
grace of a conrticr. The bridesmaids and 
groomsmen precede the bride and groom, 
and on nearing tlio table separate and 
allow the bridal couple to stand at the foot 
of the small column facing ihe preacher. 
Peter gives out a hymn, which is taken up 
by nearly all present and sung with great 
gusto. He next offers a short prayer an J 
again gives out a hymn. This hymn is 
sung to the Hawaiian national air,"and is 
modulated about like tbe Doxology. Nat­ 
urally this sets the chief actors to crying. 
When tliis is over to the satisfaction of 
every one present, Peter commences a har- 
rangue, 


A m u; ess I no t h e f.r ip e a n d groom 
In succession. While he is talking, we 
have nothing else to do. as we understand 
so little of it, but to examine the dresses 
worn by the bride and her attendants. 
She, like almost every native woman, 
seems to he unconscious that nothing looks 
half so well on a native as their own flow­ 
ing, concealing, graceful holokus. We call 
them Mother Hubbard wrappers. She has 
on a sort of wrapper drawn tightly back, 
witb a shirred overdress trimmed witli nar­ 
row lace. The loopings on the front are 
ornamented witb whitc-dotli rosebuds. 
Her black shoes look quite as awkward as 
they feel, I am sure; her hair is frizzled 
and curled and covered with a white vail, 
made of the same material as her dress 
(white linen cheese cloth i and edged all 
round wiih narrow cheap lace. The stamp 
of the bolt stares boldly out in one corner 
of tbe vail, which reaches to the waist, ad­ 
vertising the enterprising American who 
thus proclaims himself on the house-tops, 
or lirad-tops, without purse or scrip. Arti­ 
ficial roses surmount the vail, while a 
bunch of lovely drooping oleanders are 
carelessly pinned in her bosom. 
Tbe groom and his attendants wear 
white canvas or moleskin p3nts and vests, 
with either white or black coats. The 
bridesmaids look so odd, almost alouchy, 
in ill-made waist dres.-js of white, with 
high wreaths oi' oleanders, roses, and ferns 
pressed down over their frizzled and be- 
curled heads that, but for decency, one 
could not help laughing. AU this while, 
l’eter has been telling these young people 
HOW riiASASTLY THEY MUST DWELL TO- 
uiniuit, 
And .-undry other things no doubt about 
their trying at leas* to be true to each other 
three parts of the time. Then lie bolds up a 
paper which 1 suppose tobe the marriage 
certilica e, but which turns nut to be his 
license to marry, and politely requests us 
all to look closely at it, and thus be sure of 
iiis authority. And then aloft waves the 
certificate, and its merits are descanted on 
at 1- ngth. After this he slowly pronounces 
them man and wife. Once more he liffs 
up bis voice in singing, being joined by 
nearly ail the audience, and then solemnly 
pronounces a long benediction. 
\Vc thought then it was over, but it was 
net. Peter left the table and marched 
down to the group, the couple advancing 
to meet him. Taking their hands, he pro­ 
ceeded to make them cry in the most ap­ 
proved fashion, all hands joining in the 
pleasant diversion. Assuming a lighter 
tone, be congratulated them warmly, and 
turned them round to face tbe congrega­ 
tion, instead of himself. As soon as be 
was through the bridesmaid and grooms­ 
man, furthest from the bridal pair, ad­ 
vanced toward each other, clasped hands 
formally, and marched up to the bride and 
groom, "the giri kissing the bride and the 
boy saluting his lost companion. That 
done, 
they 
wheeled 
around 
and 
marched 
back, 
taking 
their 
farmer 
places. The second couple next went 
through the same performance, followed by 
the third. The mother then advanced, and 
after her retreat, the poor, ill-treated old 
father tottered up and

Just here the brass band roused us from 
: the semi-paralytic state into which this 
scene had thrown us. and we slowly recov­ 
ered. We, too, should' have been affected 
by th¡3 always important event, if we had 
felt as though marriage to them was any­ 
thing more than a showy event. 
Good 
gracious I my ears tingle every week with 
some new scandal among these lustful peo­ 
ple. and when it is one of my favorites, to 
whom I have shown more than usual kind­ 
ness, and who seemed as exemplary as any 
white person could be. I just feel sick­ 
ened with disgust, and wonder at the 
infinite 
patience of 
those 
who 
will 
labor year after year for the redemption of 
such a degraded, fallen race. But when 
one remembers that, in all their traditions, 
there ¡3 no such thing remembered as vir­ 
tue and constancy—when one knows that 
there never has been even the form ot a 
marriage among them until introduced by 
the white men, who have too often sank_ 
to the low level around them, instead of 
seeking to raise the Hawaiian standard— 
then a slight hope arises within the earnest 
heart, lightened by the knowledge that 
here and there among them may be found 
men and women who may have sinned in 
early youth, but who for years have been 
true and faithful to their companions. 
INSTANCES IN POINT. 
I recall two instances which occurred 
some years ago. but which will serve to 
illustrate in part the native character. A 
couple of young people were married by 
one of the rui-sionnries here, and the occa­ 
sion was used to preach a sermon on chas­ 
tity. It evidently made a strung impres­ 
sion, for in the evening the youthful seek­ 
ers alter the narrow matrimonial nay pre­ 
sented themselves at the Mission House 
and earnestly requested that they should 
be married over again. The inquiry was 
hastily made as to what induced such a re­ 
quest. They then with much language 
and warm gestures related how they had 
been thinking the matter over, and so 
anxious were they to cleave to each other 
only, that they begged to have the cere­ 


mony repeated that there might be a sort o f ' liis dnldnea wants a hired girl and a 
double-twisted, sailor's knot tied, which j piano—to come and take unto himself a 
would hold them as in a vice. It required 
a good deal of explanation to anywhere 
near satisfy the couple, who at last departed 
qnitc crest-fallen, and rather shaky as to 
the durability of the civilized “ tie-up" 
after all. 
On another occasion, a woman lost her 
husband, anil as the two were quite at­ 
tached, seemingly, end had lived together 
for years, great sympathy was felt for the 
bereaved woman, who wept and wailed, 
and tore her hair and rent her clothes. The 
day after, she came up to the Mission 
House, and sat on the mat, and cried for 
an hour or two. 
Mrs. C., who was a ten­ 
der-hearted little saint, felt her heart yearn 
over the poor creature, and sat down near 
the woman, and wept in sympathy. The. 
woman recounted over the virtues of the 
dead and gone, Mrs. C. grieving with her 
grief, and 
mourning 
for 
her sorrow. 
She at last went away, comforted with a 


wife; and, too, whe;e he may dwell with 
his mother-in-law without once getting 
into physical trouble, as the natives are 
much too lazy to quarrel; and, further, 
where his wife will never be constantly re­ 
minded of the very particular identical 
way in which " my mother mixed her poi, 
madam"—for, you know, the men mix the 
poi themselves. 
The 
strong-minded lady will 
here 
be on the same general footing 
Her hus­ 
band will cook and pound her poi, while 
she may braid his mats and hats. To­ 
gether they cleave the sparkling waves, and 
side by side will they stand iu the broiling 
cane-fields. Her work, more poorly done, 
and of course more poorly paid. If she 
chances to transgress the marital law, lie 
will forgive her far more complacently 
than a white woman would her husband's 
sin. In short, things are about evenly di­ 
vided here, ns to sex. 
A woman is about 
few substantial marks of sympathy. 
Two as apt to beat her husband as ho is io beat 
or three days after, certainly not more than 
three, in came the widow, and again sat 
silently on the mat. Mrs. C. came up and 
asked her kindly what was her troublj. 
“ ] have h 
¿r j.W o 
“ Well, poor creature, wliat is it ?” 
“ You know, my kind white sister, that 
my husband is dead. He is buried. The 
earth covers him. Behold, 1 have no one 
to pound my poi (national food), or cook 
my kalo. I am alone. If I wish to bathe 
in the blue waters. 1 am alone, without a 
companion swimming swiftly by my side. 
My mama is, that I shall take to me a bus- 
hand. For that one under the grass can­ 
not pound my ¡iui—ho is dead. 1 shall get 
another to-morrow." 
“Oh, get out,you selfish,miserable creaiure. 
Get up, and g et!'* Mrs.C. indignantly and 
yet laughingly exclaims, "‘ I don't want 
anything more to do with you. There’s no 
such thing us virtue or constancy in one of 
you, I believe." And lo, the woman de­ 
parted sorrowfully. 
THE BRIDAL TOUR. 
At last the bridal procession formed out­ 
side the church, and. in the same order in 
which it marched from Mele’s it proceeded 
clear tu Laic Malou on foot, where the 
feast is to be held, the band filling the soft 
summer air with very creditable strains of 
music. This bridal journey was a very 
pleasant one, down through the fields and 
out on the seashore, every foot of the 
whole way covered with thick, creen, vel­ 
vety grass, so thick that the white hem of 
the. bride’s dress is unsoiled by her long 
walk. A few of our white pc ¡pie mounted 
horses ami followed alter the procession. 
By-the-way, 1 wonder il you folks up 
there know that most of the white women 
here are. sensible enough to tide as their 
emancipated brethren do, viz: astride the 
noble animal ? Of cjtuae yon do, though, 
for these islands, 1 dare say, have been 
written blind. It is grotesque though, bo 
matter how good a rider tbe lady may be, 
to see them riding “ man fashion." 
It is 
by far the safest way, however, ami if un­ 
comfortable at first to those accustomed to 
a side-saddle, we all choose it here. So off 
we go. galloping wildly along, the dog-cart, 
with two white ladies, keeping u p with the 
horsemen and women. 
These feasts require one word of ex­ 
planation, as they are an institution of the 
country. 
They arc held on every occa­ 
sion—birthdays and births, marriages and 
baseball games, to celebrate the circum­ 
cision of boys, which ’s occasionally prac­ 
ticed here, and on the death of any one 
and ihe return of the death-day. They are 
occasions of profit as well as pleasure, and 
as this one was exactly on the same plan 
as all ihe others, let us go on and see 
TUB FEAST AT LA1E MALOU. 
Fast the white-washed cottages and grass 
huts, we come to one two-storied wooden, 
white-washed house, before which a rude 
bower or shed made of logs and brush had 
been erected. 
Thither we turned our 
horses’ heads. 
Inside the yard was all 
bustle. 
Scores of natives were in and 
around the house and bowery awaiting 
our arrival. 
Tbe hostess, who was the 
mother of the groom, came out and led us 
under the bowery, where the feast was 
spread. 
A pine table was spread for the 
wLite people, the newly-married couple 
occupying seats at the table. 
On the left 
and on the ground were spread clean, cool 
mats, and up and down at equal distances 
were drawn two white table-cloths. Un­ 
der and on the edges of these were laid 
lovely fresh ferns, whose woody perfume 
filled the air with spicy fragrance". 
Above 
our heads and round the supporting posts 
were twined festoons of roses, oleanders, 
and graceful ferns. Around these primi­ 
tive “ spreads" were squatted forty or fifty 
natives, cross-legged and hungry. There 
had been placed to eat, huge calabashes of 
poi, dishes of beef and pork, limu (sea­ 
weed), lobsters, just half cooked, as the na­ 
tives do not like them cooked until red, 
and lish. No dishes to eat from, no knives, 
forks, or spoons. On our table, at one end 
was a huge platter of something rolled in 
green leaves, which tinned out to be tat, 
rich, beautifully cooked beef in a dressing 
of (kalo luau) top greens, which was de­ 
licious. There was also lobsters and limn. 
Three large bow’s of poi (which is served 
in coarse china bowis, as a compliment to 
us, as they always use the gourd calabash, 
or better", one ’ made of hard, precious 
wood.) 
At the upper end of the table, ly­ 
ing all alone In state, undressed and undec­ 
orated, lay Charles Lamb’s immortalized 
favorite, a suckling pig. 
They told me 
he was d.iicious. He looked good, I know. 
For dessert, \vc hail golden bananas and 
watermelons. This was 
THE BEST NATIVE SPREAD 
I ever attended. Grace was said by one of 
tbe white eiders, and everybody fell to. I 
confess it rather upset me to watch some of 
the nasty-looking people behind me take 
ap a huge mass of soft, horribly sticky 
poi on their two fingers, give it a dexterous 
twirl and Hip, throwback the head slightly, 
and pop it into their mouths, and then lick 
their lingers before taking another dip; 
and to watch them, too, as they sucked out 
the inside of the long legs of tbe lobster, 
which was eaten raw. as a delicacy. 
I have been told great stories about this 
same poi; how. when calabashes w ee 
scarce, the dish was passed round and each 
one took a big handlul; holding his head 
back and mouth open, he would let it run 
in a slow stream from his hand into his 
month, finishing up us the calabash came 
back. And everybody hears of the great 
Kamahamah I.'s wife, who was loo lazy 
and too fat to feed herself, so lay still while, 
her attendants poured the sticky stream 
down her fat throat. 
Alter we arc through eating we saunter 
out into the yard, under the bananas, and 
pick a flaming gejanium. Then we go up 
the long flight of outside, rickety wooden 
steps with a small landing, leading onto 
the covered porch where the band boys arc 
punishing the air with their occasional dis­ 
cords. Ilcrc we sit in the cool shade and 
watch the natives as they corue up to the 
entrance of the bowery, where each one 
has to pay his 50 cents, for which he re­ 
ceives a slip of paper entitling him to a dip 
at Ihe common poi dish and its attendant 
meats and lima. 
rr.ortTS or the feast. 
I told you these feasts were profitable. 
Why. sometimes ihe “ makers " of the feast 
receive as high as $100, with a probable out­ 
lay of $75. Furthermore, a brisk trade is 
carried on in beef and pig meat, the meat 
being cut up and sold at market prices to 
all who wish it. 
\Ye were sitting and watching all th is - 
listening to the music and chatter and 
laughter, when a heavy-weight missionary 
elder, who is noted foi his fondness for 
poi, came up the shaky staireand up on to 
the landing, where stood a number of chil­ 
dren playing. The landing was unequal 
to the occasion, and it reluctantly gave 
way, sinking under the accumulated weight 
of man and poi, the whole going down so 
softly and gently that it looked like a stage- 
trap descending with its victims into the 
lower regions of property-cellars and stage 
carpentering. It was so gradual tiiat no one 
screamed, and the women folk forgot to 
faint away. Nothing was harmed except 
tlie poi-barrel and the meat below. 
But 
Mrs. \S'., one of our party, had her risibles 
so excited by the aforesaid disappearing 
elder, that I was obliged to remove her to 
an inner room to overcome her paroxysm 
of laughter. After this we swung ourselves 
with the gentleman’s aid to the safety of 
the bowery. 
This is always tbe end of 
these affairs with the natives—to eat to <lis- 
tension, and then to go homq and sleep 
it off. 
In eld times here—in fact, before it was 
tabooed by the missionaries—the festive 
“ hula ’’ always prolonged their revels far 
into the night. But it was so unbecoming 
and disgraceful, that it is not allowed now. 
A very good thing, too, for no decency was 
ever possible where the " h u la ” was’ kept 
up. 
And so we left Mcle and her husband. 
The couple live with the husband's mother, 
and as no preparations for housekeeping 
are necessary but a quilt and mosquiio bar, 
the young couples find nothing to prevent

error, not to say lying, than in the follow­ 
ing extract from the Santa Ilarbara Inde- 
•mulrnt. 
It says: 


Southern clim es have alw ays greater charms 
than Inclement rcaioiiaofthc north ; and sunny 
rooms, which are n much sought after in Sail 
Francisco and other uoriheni towns, arc fouiul 
very where In the south, and hi no case are they 
rare. 
People naturally love it c snn as do the 
low ers : and the agreeable warmth ot thesoutli* 
era atmosphere slays during those months that 
in sacrum euio. and the northern counties, men 
mu! women are d a d in furs and mufliera. Life 
is long ami easy in the somh : and when a man 
uii-s lie does not draw up bis toes and ask for 
blanket* a* he does in th e north. It is 
also a well-known fact that where mankind are 
healthy in a luxurious clim ate, such as the 
am tliein counties have, that the produce of the 
soil also thrives and is most productive, es- 
ie tal v such kinds as require genial warmth, 
and I hose arc the kiuds raised in the south. All 
Semi-tropical fruits, and m any tropical produc- 
tnuts, grow here in the very greatest perfection ; 
w hile in the north the heavens forbid tlicir de­ 
velopment. 
There is attempted adroitness in the 
foregoing. 
No particular “ north” is men­ 
tioned, and it might lie said, in response to 
rebuke, that Kamstchatka was meant. But 
the central and northern sections of inte­ 
rior California are clearly intended. The 
suggestion that later on in the extract 
ripens into the assertion that this section 
of the State is not visited by the warm rays 
of the sun, is a purposeful and vicious mis­ 
representation cm the part of our eontem- 
norarv that excites more than our surprise. 
The bald falsehood that people of this 
equable clime are clad of necessity iu furs, 
while those of the far south bathe in hot 
•ntibeams, is falsification that will bear no 
other interpretation tlian’that it is willful, 
premeditated and malicious. 
4V hen the 
Independent tells the public of the East— 
for whose |ierusal the article was evidently 
intended—that in this section “ the heav­ 
ens forbid" the development of all semi- 
tropical fruits, it is guilty of an offense 
deserving of condemnation in terms too 
strung for decent print. 
Why is it deemed necessary to “ boom” 
southern California by attempts to belittle 
other sections of our common heritage? Is 
it not enough to dwell upon the truth and 
stare the advantages of one’s own region ? 
There is a popular drama in which the 
heroine, who is needy anil suffering, is of­ 
fered a position of tryst and comfort that 


fruit culture is prosecuted under such dis­ 
advantages as arise from blizzards, heavy 
frosts and widespread freezing weather. 
That it is actually necessary in this soc- 
tioti to wrap fruit trees in cloths, and bank 
about the trunk heavily with manare to 
prevent the cold from killing them. That 
oranges 
and lemons 
are 
grown 
but 
sparsely, never ripen, ard are not pro­ 
duced in sufficient quantity to take a place 
in the market. 
That ague, fever and 
malarial diseases generally prevail and 
render the northern California almost 
uninhabitable—and so on, through a long 
chapter of malicious misrepresentations. 
At the very moment when these falsehoods 
were penned, carloads of northern Cali­ 
fornia oranges were rolling Eastward, and 
on every market stall of our cities northern 
California citrus fruits were displayed. 
Though thethermometrieal and barometri­ 
cal registers fur a long series of years were 
published, showing the absolute falsity of 
the charges, the same sheet persisted in 
their repetition. 
We submit tbat tlic good people of 
sou them California cannot afibrd to cntin- 
tcnai’.' e the course of such journals.. They 
owe it to themselves and the truth to put 
the seal of their expressed condemnation 
ujHin these vicious methods. 
The people 
of northern California rejoice over the 
rapid growth of the south. 
They are 
more than pleased that property values 
advance, and the State’s roll of wealthy 
communities increases in length. They 
are gratified that population phenomenally 
augments in the south, and that prosperity 
and rich promise sit ujion Lite walls of 
southern California. They believe their 
own section to he greatly favored, to oiler 
unsurpassed advantages to the homeseeker, 
and to be altogether the Biu.-t desirable 
s. , lion oí the State. 
But they have not, 
and will not prefer their claims before 
juries of peoples abroad, by the employ­ 
ment of ridicule, misrepresentation or in- 
viduous comparison with those of the 
south. 
Let our southern contemporaries 
continue to falsify, if they wish : the folly 
of that policy will reveal itself presently. 
In the meantime the representative press 
of the north will content its;if with giv­ 
ing the denial—it will not liemean itself 
hv retorting in like. 
It has nothing to 


say against southern California; it has 
everything in its praise, tiral an earnest 
desire to aid il to the attainment of its 
loftiest possibilities. 


another enjoy». 
She turns to those who 
propose to invest her with that she so 
sadly needs, and asks if the incumbent of 
the place is In be removed in order to vive 
her the position, and adds, “ If so, 1 will 
starve before 1 wiil take it. 
I will never 
rise bv stepping upon others.” 
And this 
bit of honest sentiment invariably “ brings 
down the house ” with iong and repeated 
j'laudits. 
The public heart is right—let 
our contemporary rest assured of that—it 
will not approve any vulgar, contemptible 
means employed to advance the interests of 
any section of the State. 
It will applaud 
those who ro'use to rise upon the necks of 
otlrers, and condemn their method. It is sure 
¡o know the truth in time ; certain to pun­ 
ish those who iK'rvert it and misrepresent 
facts. 
There is nothing to !>e gained by faisi- 
cation. 
A lie to lie at all effective must 
le well told, and so well lied trod about as 
to give it the semblance of truth. Our 
contemporaries 
of 
the 
south, 
how­ 
ever, 
lie 
blunderingly 
when 
they 
employ such means, for instance, as those 
adopted by the Independent to advance 
local interests 
and do their 
sections 
grievous and lasting injury, and those 
they assail but temjiorarv ill. 
If any of 
the press of northern and central Cali­ 
fornia adopt similar methods, the same 
ludgmenl must be applied to them. So 
far xs we have observed, very rarely, in­ 
deed, has there been any effort made in 
the north to misrepresent the favored 
south. 
The advantages of central and 
northern sections are, as a rule, fairly and 
modestly advanced, and the attempt is not 
made to bolster them by comparisons 
damaging to the south. There have been 
some 
acrimonious retorts 
to southern 
libels that have, perhaps, tended to the 
employment of such methods as are here 
condemned. 
But they have been replies, 
and the northern press never, we lielieve, 
has assumed the affirmative in this vulgar 
and unmanly style of debate, except 
in 
the case of 
a 
few obscure and 
unrepresentative 
sheets. 
The 
sooner 
the southern press ceases its libels ou the 
north, the better for it and the country it 
pretends to represent.

THE RIGHTS OF THE BOY IN THE CITY. 


The Health Officer of San Francisco 
urges the local authorities to set aside cer­ 
tain parts of the public parks for the use 
of children for play grounds, for the con­ 
duct of their open air gimes and for their 
general recreative use. lie adds, that if 
this is dune there will he fewer hoodlums 
and less crime among the young. And he 
is right. The disposition of municipal au­ 
thorities appears to be repressive of the 
natural innocent impulses of the American 
lioy. He must not loss a ball in the streets, 
or fly a kite upon the highway, or romp 
n the walks, or drive his bicycle on the 
side ways, or engage in any boyish sports 
in public grounds and drives. He must not 
indulge bis fondness for pyrotechnics, and 
is forbidden to make loud noises, even on 
days of public jubilation, and lads must 
not assemble in groups upon the streets, 
nor by the spontaneity of youthful spirits 
disturb the slumbers or peace of cranky 
old age. 
In short, the boy in the city is 
by municipal regulation driven to secret 
amusements, to devices to cheat the law 
and outwit the police officer. 
lie is 
cribbed and confined within walls and 
rules, and all the vitality and glow and 
bounding vigor of youth is frowned njion 
by “ ordinance.” 
In short, municipal 
regulation treats the American boy as an 
outlaw and a nuisance. Soured and un­ 
sympathetic maturity backs these regula­ 
tive measures and does its best to drive 
the boy into hoodlttmism. 
As Dr. Meares 
well says: 
I respocfiilly suggest that a portion of every

I know o f no 
mea.-nre or undertaking that would tend so 
much to promote the physical mid moral du- 
lupr-rem of these boys and girls, upon whose 
education, moral, physical and intellectual, 
leiietids so much the future o f Sun Francisco. 
We would have fewer •• hoodlums." and many 
children would be saved from the disgrace and 
ruin of a commitment to our so-called reforma­ 
tory institutions where more are educated by 
had association to be confirmed crim inals than 
are ever refo med. 
All educators o f cxperieiu e 
and practical tense know how easy it is to pre­ 
vent the commission o f the first crim inal act 
compared with the difficulty o f reformation 
after such act has been committed. 
While our schools arc educating the niiml, let 
us pay more attention to the physical and luorui 
development o f our youth, otherwise we ate 
simply manufacturing instruments which ir.u-t 
sooner or Inter destroy the foundations upon 
which society depends for its protection. 
All which is good preaching. 
Any man 
of experience, not hide-bound by snarling 
prejudice, and not forgetful of the time 
when he was a bov, knows that in this day 
the city lad has every inducement to be­ 
come a hoodlum, and that society lteljis 
hint on to that consummation. 
Natural 
impulse surds him into the open air. 
The 
confines of the city home, with its planked 
back yard or well-kept little garden that 
must not be harmed, or no yard and no 
garden, anti with its flats, and tenements, 
and “ rented rooms," imprison the growing 
boy. 
He flies to the street for amusement, 
and to gratify natural inclinations. The 
law denies him legitimate exercise there, 
beyond mere walking. 
As a matter of 
course he goes where he can have some 
freedom. He frequents the cheap picnics 
of doubtful clubs; has haunts in vacant 
lots, dusty and debris-ladened; he has 
headquarters under sidewalks and in de­ 
serted houses ; he finds companions among 
the glitter habitues, and learns to drink, 
smoke and ganthle; lie seeks back alleys 
and the quarters where the police are least 
seen ; he floats like the leaf on the current 
down the rapids of bad companionship into 
the whirlpool of petty crime, and finally 
lands in the station-house, whence lie is 
graduated into reformatory institutions 
that fit him for a professional criminal ca­ 
reer. This is the story in brief of thou­ 
sands of poor boys who might lie saved to 
society and good citizenship if municipal 
authority would but recognize the eco­ 
nomic policy of providing places where the 
boy can legitimately be a boy in the true 
sense of the word. 


facturers and profoundest political econ­ 
omists of the land. 
It means action, con­ 
servative and calm, when an association 
can be formed of sufficient character as to 
induce Professor Blackie, of Edinburgh, to 
become its President. 
Scotland and Eng­ 
land less than two hundred years ago were 
joined in a union, concerning the procure­ 
ment of which it is not profitable now to 
eater into debate. There was not that in I» 
accomplishment which reflects much credit 
upon England. At no time since, loyal as 
have been the Scotch, has there been ab­ 
sent the feeling that Scots could best ad­ 
minister the affairs of Scotland and best 
determine her good. The Scottish people, 
however, have not that nervous energy 
and inflammable blood that in other peo­ 
ples have led to rebellion and kept ablaze 
the tor h of discontent, •riven by a sturdy 
eiimatc and stubborn soil to conquer a 
living by unrelenting industry and constant 
wrestling with nature, the Scotchman has 
had comparatively little time to give 
thought to schemes of independence. 
He 
has grown content with the union. 
“ Sep- 
ration ” is a heresy he will have none of, 
for its attainment means hardship, priva­ 
tion and long suffering for his country. 
Moreover, the Scotchman, with the native 
cunning and forehandedness of his race, 
claims a larger interest in England than 
England can prefer to Scotland. 
In truth, 
the Scotch, almost as much xs the English 
themselves, have builded modern England 
to her present proportions. 
But home 
rule, as distinctly distinguished from sep­ 
aration, lias taken a hold upon the ricolch 
public thought, and we may he assured 
that it will not grow weak or fail. 
It is 
historic of this people of slow growth in 
ideas, that they are the most pertinaciousi 
persevering and 
hold-fast of 
men. 
If 
the association referred to grows in the 
next year as it has in the jire-1 six months, 
home rule will lie yielded to Scotland 
without much of a struggle, and without 
any of the excitement and turmoil which 
have characterized the agitation in Ire­ 
land. The Scot always determines very de 
iiberately first what he wants, and next 
the best means of attaining it. 
These 
matters settled, he goes about to reach the 
end, ami with a dogged perseverance and 
patience that is manifest by no other peo­ 
ple. 
He rarely runs off into radical isms, 
or attempts to justify means by the ends. 
Ilis methods for approaching home rule 
are certain to he peaceable, deliberative, 
lawful, unexciting, and for these very 
reasons irresistible. 
In addition to his 
calm and slowness the Scot is cunning and 
far-seeing, and for shrewd political rnanag- 
rnent is a match for the sharpest of Eng­ 
lishmen. 
Having resolved that Scots are 
more competent to manage home interests 
than the Parliament in England, Scots' 
men have organized to disseminate this 
truth, and thus spread still broader in the 
world of thought the great doctrine that 
all true government springs from the con­ 
sent of the governed. 
IVhen it is deter- 
termlned that enough of the people are 
agreed on the principle of home rule, 
Scotland will settle upon the methods of 
presenting the claim to England. 
This is 
likely to he straightforward and unmistak­ 
able, and it may be accepted as certain 
that England will yield the grant of power 
sought for. 
It will probably give to Scot­ 
tish legislators sole control of the civil 
service, the judicial departments, internal 
taxation, etc., hut will not likely include 
any yielding by England of the right to 
control the revenue service, to make levies 
for the army, to regulate inter state rela­ 
tions, and the right to approve or disap­ 
prove of Scottish legislation to a fixed 
extent. 
If, as is asserted, this movement in 
Scotland is due to the genius of Mr. I dad- 
stone, then it is the great master-stroke of 
his life, for it will accomplish by flanking 
wliat he lias failed to for Ireland by direct 
assault. For with home rule granted Scot­ 
land, it- day cannot be long postponed in 
Ireland.

W iggins, the weather prophet, who 
frightened old women and timid maids a 
few years ago with forecasts of great me­ 
teorological disturbances, has solved the 
earthquake problem to his own satisfac­ 
tion. The recent Atlantic seaboard earth­ 
quakes, he says, were due to the earth 
shifting its center of gravity. 
He claims 
to have prophesied this a year ago last 
spring, and to have predicted tbe Charles­ 
ton shake. 
He says tbat discovering that 
the earth had tired with standing on one 
leg and was about to shift to ’tother, he 
reasoned that a movement of the center of 
gravity one mile from the normal center 
of volume would cause the parts of the 
surface at the end of the longer axis to be 
heavier, and the parts at the end of the 
shorter axis to be lighter, than normally. 
He held that these disks would grind upon 
each other, generating heat and lava that 
would produce an earthquake in South 
Carolina when Jupiter should lie near his 
inferior conjunction, at the end of August, 
ISStí. 
It all came out xs he claims he 
prophesied, so far as the shake up was con­ 
cerned. 
He now forecasts that in the mid­ 
dle of October the disks will grind again, 
and there will lie earthquakes from Cali­ 
fornia to South America, and from the At- 


back about eleven feet, they began raising 
the lifts of flagstone. The ledge is only 
some seven or eight feet high and over 
forty long.

The worken were 
instructed not to disturb the rock, and Mr. 
Wilmot told us on Saturday that he was 
going to have the rock in its then position 
photographed.—Callicoon Echo.

D o in g W e ll So F a r . 
On Friday of last week Charles Bailey, a I 
brakem an on the fire train at the Sum m it, i 
accidentally shot himself, as so m any others j 
have, by pulling a loaded gun toward him , 
muzzle first, from a boat. 
He was brought ¡ 
to the Railroad Hospital in this city, and ' * 
the wound exam ined. It was found that 
the ball had struck just above the knee, 
about the center of the leg, shattering the 
bone intoa hundred m inute fragments, and 
doing other injury, including a fracture 
extending half-way up the thigh. The 
wound was somewhat sim ilar to that re­ 
ceived by Captain Stevens, of this city, some 
m onths ago, but located m a worse place 
and il-,ing even more damage to the bone. 
It seemed at first to be impossible th at am- 
pr.tation could he avoided, but it was de­ 
cided to try and save the limb, m uch to 
Bailey's gratification, as he objected to am ­ 
putation strenuously. T he treatm ent pur­ 
sued seems to be having good results. The 
wound yesterday looked well, the patient's 
pulse was alm ost norm al, he is patient, has 
youth and a good constitution to aid him , 
and there is good reason to hope that he 
will leave his bed still in possession of two 
legs, though one will be still' at the knee 
joint.

T h e R iv e r a n d G ra in -C a rry in g . 
Captain Albert 
Foster, who recently 
made a trip to the upper [Sacramento, says 
that the farmers arc letting their grain go 
more freely, and the .steamers now in 
service carrying it to m arket will probably 
be kept busy until they have cleared the 
banks. 
He found navigation m uch hotter 
than it had been for several years from 
Colusa to the Feather river. In fact, the 
only place where there lias been serious 
trouble is Salmon Bend, fifteen miles above 
this city. 
There a barge has been kept 
lately, to be used as a lighter, and the 
detention caused boats coining down has 
been very short. There is a bar at the 
English break, a few miles up the river, 
which has caused barges to stick fast occa­ 
sionally, but it is not very troublesome. 
It is noticeable that both of these bars are 
located at points where breaks in the levee 
interfere w ith the scouring of the river by 
the current. The water is shoaling in the 
draw of the Sacramento ami Yolo bridge, 
but none of the crafts have stuck there so 
far this season. The lowest stage of the 
river last year was 7 feet 4 inches; it is now 
7 feet 6 inches.___________ 


A C a ttle D isea se . 
A disease, known as cattle glossite, has 
been affecting the cattle of this locality for 
some tim e, and several of the anim als on 
exhibition at the fair have suffered from 
it, as well as cows owned in various por­ 
tions of the city and county. The disease 
affects the loot of the tongue. First a 
swelling of the salivary glands is noticed ; 
then there is a watery discharge from the 
m outh. Sometimes "the tongue gets rigid, 
and the anim al will die if not prom ptly at­ 
tended to, but the complaint is not necessar­ 
ily fatal. 
Dr. W. F . Cutler, the veterinary 
surgeon appointed by the State Agricultural 
Society to exam ine the stock at the I’ark, 
has had several cases under his treatm ent, 
and prescribes the following remedy : Kub 
the swollen parts and glands with double 
mercurial ointm ent. 
Give glaubor salts, 0 
ounces every day for five d ay s; and a solu­ 
tion of iodate of potassium, 15 to 20 grains, 
two or three times daily, in bran mashes. 
If there is any induration of the m ilk bags, 
or they otherwise sym pathize with the dis­ 
ease, rub hard with iodine ointm ent.

Two years' crops 
were made entire failures, and a large 
num ber of cattle and other kinds of live 
stock perished lor want of grass and water. 
The drought seriously affected thirty-four 
counties and about 000 square miles. The 
people of that region are now hopeful.

Judah states, that as the rains have again 
returned and gladdened the hearts of the 
people, as well as the parched lands of the 
Lone Star State, prosperity will return to 
them if they can only bridge the present 
planting reason, and put in crops lor the 
next harvest.

COTO I E B r iAL. 


KACEAMJLNTO MAKXJ6T. 
S en ator Stan ford E x p ects to B eg in W ork 
T h is Y ear—T h e S ele c te d S ite. 
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companied by bis wife and will return East 
to-day. Senator Stanford went to the city 
with General W alker. 
The past week has been a busy one for 
General W alker and 
Senator Stanford. 
Three weeks ago F. L. Olmsted, the land­ 
scape gardener who laid out Central Park 
in New York city and m any handsome 
estates in various parts of the country, 
came here at Senator Stanford's invitation. 
Prior to General W alker's arrival Mr. Olm­ 
sted bad gone over the entire ground of 
Palo Alto with a view of m aking sugges­ 
tions concerning the site of the future 
building of 
the 
University. 
General 
W alker's mission to the coast was en­ 
tirely in connection with the Stanford 
University. 
H e came to Meulo Park 
im m ediately on his arrival in Sun F ran­ 
cisco, and rem ained here until it was neces­ 
sary to stait East to be present at the 
opening of the fall term of the Boston 
Technological Institute, of which he is the 
President. 
It*may be of interest to know 
that his visit at this timo was made that 
he m ight report concerning his observa­ 
tions of university buildings in Europe 
and the U nited States. 
By personal in­ 
spection of the available building sites at 
Palo Alto lie has been enabled to view 
what he has seen abroad in the light of 
expediency and adaptability to the condi­ 
tions here. H e went to Europe at Senator 
Stanford's request, visiting the German 
Universities and m any leading institutions 
of learning. He has had wide experience 
in educational m atters in connection with 
the Sheffield Scientific School connected 
with Y ale College, and also in his present 
position as President of the Technological 
Institute. 
Having now viewed Palo Alto 
carefully, he will, at his earliest conveni­ 
ence, m ake a w ritten report to Senator 
Stanford, in which his views and sugges­ 
tions will be embodied. 


W ORK T H IS YEAR OX T IIE U N IV ER SITY . 
It is said definitely that work will be be­ 
gun on the Stanford University during the 
present year. From this it should not be 
understood, however, that complete plans 
have been accepted, or that even ti e site 
has been definitely settled upon. Senator 
Stanford has received the views oí m anv 
leading educators and others by conversa­ 
tion and correspondence, besides those of 
General W alker. H e is availing himself of 
all intelligent suggestions and information 
which can be gleaned from m any sources, 
and then will decide personally upon the 
plan for building which l.e prefers as being 
best calculated for the future, as well as for 
the imm ediate present. 
Ho lias expecta­ 
tions of so far progressing soon, however, 
that a start will he made this year. This is 
his intention. In the conference concern­ 
ing the selection of a site of the U niversity 
Mrs. Stanford has been consulted. 


TH E U NIVERSITY GROUNDS. 
Mr. Olmsted has recommended that, to 
avoid interference with what Las been done 
in beautifying Palo Alto and the difficulty 
ol harm onizing the University grounds 
with Senator Stanford's private grounds, it 
would be well to place the buildings at 
some distance from the residence. H e lias 
professed to recom mend one site, which is 
011 high ground and which can be effec­ 
tively 1 till out. This site was subm itted to 
Senator Stanford, and was discussed by the 
Senator, General W alker and Mis. W alker 
last evening. This is ouiside ot the origi­ 
nal Stanford estate, but is included in the 
present Palo Alto. 
No decision 1ms yet 
been reached. Mr. Olrastead remains, ac­ 
companied by a force of assistants. 
Senator Stanford's health has not been 
very good for the past few Jays, and his at­ 
tention has been somewhat diverted from 
the University by the visit of Mr. H unting­ 
ton to the coast. 
He is giving the U ni­ 
versity all possible attention. 
The site 
recommended by Mr. Olmsted is not defi­ 
nitely named at this time, as there may he 
a change. 
It is 011 the southern part of 
Palo Alto. 


A M ich ig a n E stim a te o f S a cra m en to . 
A m em ber of the G. A. R. excursionists, 
who recently visited this coast, w rites to 
the Herald, published at Tecumseh, Mich., 
giving a glowing account of the visit in 
California. After speaking of the day spent 
at .San Jose, the w riter says : 
W o all said, this is w ithout doubt the 
grandest ovation of our entire trip, but we 
had yet to visit Sacramento.

R. But the grandest reception of all was 
yet in store. The excursionists irnru Pan 
Frar.eisco got in about 0 p. >1., as also did a 
train bringing Logan, Alger and m any 
other big guns. 
In the grand Pavilion 
tables were set. The building was beauti­ 
fully decorated; seventeen long tables cov­ 
ered with snow-white dam ask were spread, 
and chairs provided for about 2,000 people. 
One lady told me that over 500 fine loaves 
of cake were donated. The tables were all 
loaded with the choicest provisions and 
fruits, and as much more in reserve. Be­ 
sides all this. ice cream was served-and 
choice cigars for all.

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Tlie Republican party of California. In 
Convention assembled, reaSirnta its devo­ 
tion to the great purposes for which it was 
organized and for which it has been m ain­ 
tained. It has preserved free government 
and secured to all the inhabitants of these 
United States the great rights which lie at 
the foundation of all just governm ent—the 
right to iife, property and the pursuit of 
happiness—and its mission will not be fully 
accomplished until the laws arc so con­ 
strued and adm inistered that an invasion of 
these inalienable rights, even as against 
the hum blest person, shall become impos­ 
sible. 
U points with pride lo the fact that 
it has engrafted these principles upon the 
national Constitution, thereby giving to 
every one the protection which the power 
of CÓ,000,000 of freemen affords. 
Guided 
by a firm faith in these great principles it 
has, during its long and eventful history, 
done nothing tor which it has to apolo­ 
gize. 
W hen it took the Government from 
the Democratic party it found a country 
disturbed 
by dissension- ; States s e e d ­ 
ing and threatening secession: the Treas­ 
ury empty and the public credit impaired ; 
the arsenals plundered and the fortresses 
.■.vested; a hostile Government, whose 
foundation was hum an slavery, fully armed 
in our m id st: w ith ope-n foes at the South 
and secret enemies at the. North. 
W hen 
called upon to surrender its great trust, it 
de.ivered to its successors a united country, 
a 
free people, an overflowing treasury, 
politic credit higher than that of anv other 
nation on earth, are na: and the Govern­ 
m ent works intact, the llag of the Union 
floating in peace over a great, prosperous, 
happy nation, com m anding the a ’m iration 
p:i i respect of m ankind. The Democratic 
admit/:stratum of Cleveland has failed to 
keep the pledges upon which it eainc into 
power. 
It promised retrenchm ent and 
economy, but has been tho most extrava­ 
gant ever known, 
it promised to uphold 
the dignity and honor of the republic and 
p'otect A m erican citizens and their rights 
of person and property, both at home and 
abroad, but bus proved incapable of secur­ 
ing an honorable adjustm ent of tlie fish­ 
eries question, and ha*, with seeming in- 
liiiltreuce, subjected the United States to 
the hum iliation of seeing our flag insulted, 
our seamen seized ami vessels of our citi- 
z-ns confiscated by the authorities ol Can­ 
ada, while, w ith rash haste and blunder­ 
ing. it bus involved us iu unjustifiable 
complications w ith our friendly neighbor, 
the s;stcr republic oí México, a fact which 
seriously calls attention to the Republican 
national platform in itr enunciation of the 
doctrine of international arbitration for in- 
tt ¡national differences, and to the im port­ 
ance of the recent Act of lite Senate of the 
United Slates in unanim ously passing a 
hi 1 for a Congress of American nations in 
tl.e iiiit-rist of peace and commerce. It 
promised civil service reform, óu: has made 
that phrase odious by not only removing, 
but attem pting to blacken the character of 
thousands of' our best citizens, m any of 
them old soldiers, who have been removed 
from of liria! positions upon tho cowardly 
subterfuge cf “ offensive partisanship.” 
We reaffirm that to the Union soldiers and 
sailors in the late w ar we owe a debt which 
cannot be computed, and it is the duty of 
the Government to erant pensions and es­ 
tablish homes for all such as are disabled 
or In w an t; and with equal earnestness we 
condemn the heartless and wholesale vetoes 
by President Cleveland of the private pen­ 
sion bills recently passed by this Congress. 
Reaffirming die principles enunciated iu 
the national platform adopted at Chicago 
in 1884, and the State platform adopted at 
Sacramento in the same year, in so far as 
now applicable, the Republican party of 
California makes the following additional 
declaration of principles: 
I.— I-VHOR. 
Labor is honorable, and tho laborer in 
every walk of life should be honored. Upon 
free, intelligent labor and its wise direction 
de(>ends the prosperity of tlie 
nation. 
Everything which is useful and valuable 
to m an is the result of labor in some form, 
and its careful protection should be the first 
consideration of the statesman. Tlie value 
of labor m ust depend upon its producing 
capacity, and this must be measured by the 
intelligence of the laborer. The liberal 
education of the laborer, therefore, is the 
fitst step towards the greatest, the wisest 
and the most profitable development of the 
resources of the country and the elevatiou 
of its w orkm en. To accomplish this the 
public school system should be preserved, 
protected and extended, until its ennobling 
tnlluencc penetrates to every hearthstone 
and increases the usefulness of every per­ 
son. T he Republican party declares its 
firm belief that co-operation among labor­ 
ers is for the best interests o f society : that 
while capital is entitled to alt safeguards 
necessary to induce its generous invest­ 
ment, and while assaults upon social order 
proceeding from persons falsely represent­ 
ing themselves as friends of labor tuust be 
sternly repressed, tlie Republican party 
w ill never sanction any’ legislation which 
would restrict wage-earners from co-oper­ 
ating and organizing for their general pro­ 
tection and advancement, but. on the con­ 
trary, will enact liberal laws fostering and 
encouraging co-operation. 
y'iVv.Vwd, That, ad law-abiding citizens of 
the United .'.rates, be. they native or foreign 
b.,rn. are equally entitled l.j the protection 
of our laws, an.t we are opposed to the im ­ 
m igration of all persons not in sym pathy 
w ith this Government and the principles 
on which it is founded. 
Resolved T hat wc are irrevocably in favor 
of im m ediate action on the part of Con­ 
gress and the President to secute the abro­ 
gation of the Burlingam e treaty, to be fol­ 
lowed by such legislation as will prohibit 
the further immigration of Chinese. 
It points with just pride to the L et that 
the Republican Senate of the United States, 
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tepubl 
hv unanim ous vote, bits passed a bill for 
the restriction of Chinese immigration, and 
denounces the action of the Democratic 
House of Representatives for refusing its 
concurrence in a measure universally de­ 
manded by the people of this coast, and 
which is necessary for the protection and 
elevation cf free labor. 
Resol" d. That the interests of free labor 
demand that the em ploym ent anil patron­ 
age of Chinese should be discouraged by 
ait lawful means, and fo this end we ear­ 
nestly' solicit the hearty co-operation of 
every citizen of this State. 
Resolved, That we arc in favor of tlie pro­ 
tection and elevation of Am erican labor, 
aud opposed to any legislation which tends 
to degrade or cheapen it, and we recom­ 
mend the em ploym ent of convict labor in' 
sucli pursuits as will not bring the same 
into injurious competition with free labor. 


II.— IURIOATIOX. 
One of tlie mo3t im portant questions 
ooti to be considered by the peopie of Cal­ 
ifornia is the proper utilization of its water­ 
courses for the purpose of irrigation, and 
when this great work is accomplished our 
State will support per acre a greater popu­ 
lation than any other State in the Union, 
and fertilize and fill w ith prosperity vast 
domains otherwise dedicated to perpetual 
barrenness. 
The Republican party ap­ 
proaches this great question with a careful 
deliberation, not less grave than that which 
it has debated and happily determined 
other m omentous subjects, in the confident 
expectation, that ifintrusted with thepow er 
so to do, it will enact such laws as will 
secure and receive the approval of the peo­ 
ple, and it here alfirms as follows: 
First—It is in favor of the imm ediate 
passage of a law declaring that henceforth 
no rights to water shall be acquired which 
will in any m anner obstruct the State iu 
the control thereof whenever it shall see 
proper to exercise snch control. 
Second—It is in lavor of the passage of 
laws which will prevent the monopolizing 
of the waters of the State and promote 
their utilization to the greatest extent pos­ 
sible. 
Third—In the passage of any laws upon 
this subject individual rights m ust be pro- 
tecied, but if those rights are found to 
interfere w ith effectuating a just distribu­ 
tion of water and its utilization by the peo­ 
ple upon equal term s, then such rights 
should be condemned and taken for public 
use, under the same principles upon which 
all private property is condemned and 
taken for public use, upon compensation 
being made therefor. 
Fourth—We- demand an am endm ent to 
the Constitution which will perm it such 
local and special legislation as may be 
necessary to effectuate these purposes. 
III.—TAXATION. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
b arin g failed to determine whether or hot 
the method o f taxing railroad corporations 
declared by our State Constitution is in 
conflict w ith the Constitution of the United 
States, we are without an authoritative rule 
which m ight otherwise relieve the question 


- of its present embarrassing complications, 
and this subject requires of our Legislature 
! and Executive m ost careful and deliberate 
Í action. The gravity o f this m atter puts it 
! on a plane above the range of party poli­ 
: tics, and demands the serious attention of 
the best-thinking people of the State. 
In 
this respect, aud in all others, we favor 
equal and just taxation for the m aintenance 
of the Government, and affirm that all 
should pay a full share of the public taxes 
fairiy due and in accordance w ith the broad 
principles of equity. 
IV.— VITICULTURE A.NU HORTICULTURE. 
Re s' 11 -d, T hat the prosperity of our viti- 
cultural and horticultural industries is of 
param ount im portance to this State. In 
order to encourage their rapid im prove­ 
m ent and a freer expansion of trade in 
domestic and foreign m arkets, to prevent 
unjust discrim ination in favor of foreign 
products, a revision of the internal revenue 
laws and am endm ents to the tariff' are de­ 
m anded as of im m ediate necessity' to our 
people, and the Legislature should, by suit­ 
able legislation, provide for the effective 
exterm ination of all fruit pests. 


v — n.vr.iior, d e fe n ses. 
Resolved, T hat the Republican party earn­ 
estly urges upon the Federal Government 
the im m ediate necessity of fortifying the 
principal seaports of tlie nation in such a 
m anner as to protect tlie national honor 
and the properly and territory of the peo­ 
ple from foreign invasion. 
VI.— THE WOOL INTEREST. 
We dem and in behalf of the great wool- 
growing interest of our State a restoration 
of the wool tariff of 1SG7, and denounce 
the recent uitem ptof the Democratic m a­ 
jority in tho national House of Represent­ 
atives to pass the Morrison hill reducing 
tariff duties aud placing wool on tho free­ 
list. 
V II.—THE PRESENT STATE ADMINISTRATION. 
We denounce the present State A dm inis­ 
tration as m ost wasteful and incompetent. 
Its weakness, extravagance and vacillating 
policy has brought repruach upon the fair 
fame of California. 


VIH.— EXTRA SESSION. 
Wo recognize the great truth that no 
government can bo republican in firm u n ­ 
less the three departm ents—legislative, ju- 
diFial and executive—are separate and 
independent, the one from the other. 
We 
declare that the calling of an extra session 
of the Legislature for the purpose ot re­ 
versing a decision of the Supreme Court of 
tin- State has no parallel in the history of 
this country ; 
that the policy w hich dic­ 
tated >t was un-Am erican and revolution­ 
ary, and that no words of censure can ade­ 
quately characterize thin attem pt to destroy 
the independence of a co-ordinate branch 
of the Government. 
T he Republican party subm its its platform 
and its candidates to the intelligence and 
the patriotism of the people, and invoke to 
their support all, without regard to past 
affiliation, who desire just laws, good gov­ 
ernm ent. pence and security. True to its 
mission, it will bring to the solution of the 
im portant subjects involved broad, states­ 
m anlike and equitable m ethods. Born to 
protect hum an rights, it never can bo 
brought, by' any argum ent or by any 
pressure, to deprive an y o n e of a right, 
however small, without aw arding just com­ 
pensation. 
Upon this platform of princi­ 
ples and upon past record it appeals with 
confidence to tho candid judgm ent of an 
intelligent people. 


T h i L a te D r, H a m ilto n . 
Frank U . H am ilton, M. D., LL. P .. ihe 
distinguished surgeon, died in New Y ork 
city on the 1 ltli, after being confined to his 
bouse for a few weeks only, although he 
had been alllicied with consum ption sinee 
1883. 
He was never a robust m an, but pos­ 
sessed wonderful vitality and will power, 
which enabled him to do a trem endous 
am ount of work. 
Ha was born in W il­ 
mington, Vt., September 10, I813,was grad­ 
uated from the medical departm ent of the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1833, and 
first settled in Auburn, N. Y. H e was p ro ­ 
fessor in surgery at the Fairfield, N. Y., 
medical school in 1830. and in the following 
year at the Geneva, N. Y„ medical school. 
Removing from A uburn to Buffalo in 1844, 
he became associated two years later with 
the late Dr. Austin Flint and Dr. Jam es 
I’latt W hite in establishing the medical de­ 
partm ent of the University of Buffalo. 
There lie taught his favorite branch, su r­ 
gery. 
lie removed to Brooklyn in 18(30, 
and the first professor of surgery in the 
Long island hospital in lliat year. 
Early in tlie civil war, in 1861, Dr. H am ­ 
ilton became surgeon of the31st New York 
regiment, anu was made brigade surgeon 
after tlie battle of Bull Run, and of Sur­ 
geon-General Keyes’ corps in Isij-J. A year 
later lie became a medical inspector of tlie 
U nited States arm y, in wbicli position his 
work was notable. 
Of the Bellevue Hospital Medical College 
be was one of tlie founders in 1861, and 
professor o f surgery there from that tim e 
to bis resignation iu 1873. Since then he 
has been a visiting surgeon to Bellevue 
Hospital until w ithin three or four years, 
when he resigned and was made consulting 
surgeon. 
He was one of the physicians in attend­ 
ance upon President Garfield during his 
fatal illnes3, and possessed a national repu­ 
tation. 
He was an able and authoritative 
writer un medical subjects, and very popu­ 
lar w ith bis patients and young practition­ 
ers and medical students. 
H e leaves a son 
and daughter. 


T ro g re ss in tlie lie p ro d u c tlv e A rts . 
The reproductive arts, sucli as photo-en­ 
graving, photo-etching and the various 
kinds of process work, have made rapid 
advance in this country w ithin a few years, 
and have placed fine artistic productions 
w ithin the reach of Ihe poor. 
A producer 
of this work says that he h asa list of over 100 
reproductions that can ba sold and framed 
for one dollar each .'tho greatest artistic 
works being thus brought w ithin the reach 
of the poor. 
Wood engraving is super­ 
seded by process work to a great extent. 
The finest works are copied exactly, and 
Ihe copies sold at m uch less than the orig­ 
inals. 
The men engaged in this business 
profess to be able to compete with for­ 
eigners in quality and sometimes in price. 
One firm writes to the Massachusetts Bu­ 
reau of Statistics of Labor that it lias sev­ 
eral processis of its own, each adapted 
to a peculiar clas3 of w o rk : also a pro­ 
cess for producing chemical fac-similes of 
autographs, plans, drawings, etc, a n d a 
photo-lithographic process largely used in 
the reproduction of line illustrations, docu­ 
ments, hooks, maps, architects’ drawings 
and scientific plates. A nother firm writes 
that ■' we take the place of line engraving, 
anti we can give better general satisfaction 
to painters, who desire to have their work 
reproduced, than is afforded by hand en­ 
graving, and can do it at 50 per cent, less 
prices. 
We can successfully compete with 
foreign producers and are exporting our 
work. 
W e show the artist’s drawing o t 
painting exactly, bringing all things artis­ 
tic before the m illion." 
Art photographs 
are another means of placing cheap repro­ 
ductions before the people. " Etchings that 
c o stil cun be reproduced in photographic 
lorm for 15 cents. 
By black and white re 
productions wc often present the action in 
an artist’s picture better than his painting,” 
writes a man who is engaged in this work. 
Our art photographs can be sold cheaper 
than the Germans sell theirs, and they do 
the best work in Europe.—E.n h anoe. 


D e st r u c tiv e 
to 
Y oung P i s e s .— I t is 
next to impossible to secure a good second 
growth of pine trees in the Sierra Nevadas 
as long as sheep are permitted to range u n ­ 
restricted 
over 
the m ountains. 
They 
tram ple the young sprouts of two and 
three years’ growth into the ground and 
kill them . They feed on the tiny shoots 
the first year they appear. 
Even if they 
survive the first few years, the sheep-men 
frequently set fire to the underbrush in 
order to clear the ground for feed. Fires 
are also started carelessly front the camp 
fires of the herders. 
All in all the trees 
have a tough tim e to attain m aturity. 
Those who are interested in the subject of 
forestry would find it to their advantage to 
study this means of destruction of . recs, 
which we firm ly believe to be greater titan 
all others, and seek a remedy by which 
such destruction can be prevented.—F.x- 
ehjHjc.

NEVADA COl'MY. 


H é iin d lc ss O p p o rtu n itie s Cor W e a lth a n d 
X lappy H o m e s. 
[Nevada Transcript, September 12tli.J 
No m ining county in the State has shown 
a less falling off in population th an has our 
own ; in fact, it is and has been increasing 
at a good rate during the past year. The 
m ining counties, if we may except one or 
two, show Ihe decrease in population to 
some extent, while the agricultural coun­ 
ties are filling up very rapidly. The pros­ 
pects of our county are brighter than they 
liave ever been, and there is no reason why 
it should not sustain double its present 
population. The m ining prospeols of the 
county to-day were never better, and there 
are other resources which are attracting the 
people abroad this way. which alone ought 
to m ake us prosperous. There are large 
districts of rich soil,w here are as line farms 
as can be found in tlie otato. which can be 
purchased at a sm all price. 
The hill lauds 
of the Eastern States do not begin to be as 
rich as thi3 soil, and yet they are cultivated 
profitably, and the clim ate‘is m uch more 
severe. 
On tluse lands good grazing is 
found, and alm ost any of the products of 
the tem perate zone may be profitably 
cultivated. 
The vine thrives, aud 
otir 
B artlett pears and other fruits are unc- 
qualed in the world. There is no reason 
why the lands of Nevada county should 
not be os valuable for agriculture and graz­ 
ing purposes as any in the State, and es­ 
pecially for crops which require irrigation, 
tlie advantages are fur greater. Tlie system 
of ditches extending throughout the county 
supply an abandalice of water for this pur­ 
pose, which ntay be easily conveyed to any 
desired point. Tlie tim ber lands which 
have been cleared will produce excellent 
crops, aud the advantages of these lauds 
for agricultural purposes are demonstrated 
by the experience of those who have en­ 
gaged in the cultivation of tlie soil. The 
land here is cheaper than in any oilier part 
of the Stale, but will not continue so long, 
judging from tin* dem ands made for them 
uf the Nevada County Land and Im prove­ 
m ent Association. Now th at lands iu the 
southern part of the Stale have reached 
sucit exorbitant priva, hundreds of people 
are coming to this section, where they 
can obtain 
ju st 
as 
good 
lands for 
a tentii ¡¡art of 
the 
price 
charged 
down there. The prospects of Nevada 
county, therefore, are not w holly depend­ 
ent upon the m ines, although tliev will 
last fur fifty years or m ore to come. The 
tim e will Airtdy come when the products 
of the soil in this section will yield as large 
profits as now come from any other busi­ 
ness. 
There is always money to he made 
in farm ing when conducted upon business 
principles. 
A good living and independ­ 
ence are joys of the cultivation o f the Boil 
unknown to other pursuits. 
W hen the ad­ 
vantages oi this county are fully known 
hundreds of families will conte here and 
settle am ong us. 
We have heretofore la­ 
bored under the disadvantage of not hav­ 
ing our section known to tlie hundreds of 
people w ho are now seeking homes in 
California, but they are gradually finding 
out that we have good and cheap lands 
where they can commence farming on a 
sm aller capital than anyw here else. Tlie 
"B artlett Pear Belt” pam phlet is proving 
an effective instrum ent in directing tlie 
new-comers here. 
if one-tenth of ihs 
money which lias been spent hy the land­ 
owners in the southern part of the State 
could have been expended in showing up 
onr county, we would to-day boast of 
double our present population.

They 
show their skill who m ake a scanty purse 
do the v.ork of a full one. 
H erbert Spen­ 
cer says that in the national order decora­ 
tion in dress precedes the ideas o f protec­ 
tion and comfort, and instances the savage 
woman, whose m odesty is less shocked oy 
lack of clothing than lack of paint. 
An 
excessive love of adornm ent indicates an 
uncultivated taste. 
Suitability to complexion is indispensa­ 
ble to beauty in dress, nnd needs study, as 
an artist studies combinations of colors in a 
painting. A true artist would never put 
lilac upon a brunette or blue upon a girl 
with Titianesquc hair, for red and b!ue 
emphasize each oilier, a fact which is not 
generally recognized, especially if nature 
lias put blue into the eves, ns well as red 
into the hair, while in truth, irom this very 
fact blue in the dress should be especially 
avoided.

D istrict to Be R e su rrec te d By au 
" E le c tric P ro c ess.” 
There are scores of men on the Com­ 
stock at present, says the V irginia C/ta ui- 
cle, who participated in the rush lo Mead­ 
ow Lake m ore than twenty years ago. The 
young men of those days were of a very 
m ercurial tem peram ent, inclined to start 
off for new diggings at short notice. 
N'o 
camp on the coast ever enjoyed such a sud­ 
den 000111 as the town of Excelsior. T hou­ 
sands thrust themselves upon the new El 
Dorado and built a “city” like magic in a 
place where snow-shoes arc indispensable 
five m onths in the year. W hen the bubble 
burst the stampede was as sudden as the 
influx had been, and nothing was left of 
the city of Excelsior except the houses, 
which could r.ot be profitably packed off. li 
is sate to say that at one tim e the town had 
m ore than three thousand inhabitants, with 
a properly organized local government, and 
everything else that an am bitious m ining 
metropolis is desirous of possessing, 
fo r 
nearly tw enty years the district was aban­ 
doned to the elements, but occasionally a 
few sanguine prospectors would straggle 
in during the sum m er and putter around 
among the abandoned mines, si'll hoping 
to solve the problem o f ” how the derned 
stuff could be worked.” 
Almost two years ago a company com­ 
posed of Eastern men undertook a scries of 
experiments, and at last, it is said, h it upon 
a process by which the rebellious ores of 
Meadow Lake m ay b e worked. They are 
now building extensive reduction works, 
which arc nearly completed, and will be in 
full operation when ” it is confidently ex­ 
pected” the results will be such that all the 
old-timers who left there in disgust will re­ 
turn and resum e work upon the claims 
they located in 1804—if they' have not been 
jum ped iu the interim. 
Twenty men arc now employed in the 
Excelsior mine, and more will be added to 
the force when the reduction works are 
completed. The vein is fourteen feet wide, 
m uch of the ore—so it is reported—assay­ 
ing not only way up into the hundreds but 
into the thousands. 
It is hard to swallow, 
yet a gentleman who has just returned 
from Meadow Lake assured a Chronicle re­ 
porter to-day that the Excelsior m ine had 
more than 1,000 tons of fire on the dum p 
tljat is ’’richer'n m u d ." 
Dr. W hittell, the 
Superintendent, is confident that it can be 
worked by means of their new electric pro­ 
cess, which, so they say, will coax the no­ 
ble metal out of any kind of rock. 
The U. S. Grant mine, which is four or 
live miles from the Excelsior, employs ten 
men. who are fomianized by Chas. Baker, 
an old Comstock m iner. The ore from 
this mine is to be worked by tiie same pro­ 
cess that is to be used at the Excelsior. A 
road is being built to Cisco, on the Central 
Pacific Railroad. 
It is predieted that lie- 
fore snow (lies there will be a booming 
little camp where last year there was noth­ 
ing but a bare plateau on top ol tue bleak­ 
est m ountains in the Sierras. So m ote it 
be. 
It will afford some o f our local m ill­ 
ionaires an opportunity to spread them ­ 
selves. 


A R ussian A ccount ol' H aloum . 
The Moscow Gucctte publishes the follow­ 
ing account of the town and port of Ba- 
toum. 
It begins by saying that the Czar’s 
edict abolishing the free port was published 
there on the 17ih of July, and that it pro­ 
duced a great sensation. 
” A t the time 
when Batonm was declared a free port in 
1878 most of the Turkish inhabitants emi­ 
grated thence luTrebizonde, leaving behind 
only a sparse population of 3,000 souls, 
which has since increased to 10,000. The 
Greek element preponderates, but there is 
also a large num ber of Arm enians. The 
Russians, a sm all m inority, are lost in the 
variegated crowd of foreigners. From being 
a purely Asiatic town, as it was eight years 
ago, Batoum has become quasi-Éuropean, 
notw ithstanding the mosques and m inarets 
which have been left standing. The houses 
are built of wood or bricks im ported from 
Marseilles, and roofed occasionally wit 1 
zinc as a preservative against the prevailing 
hum idity. 
Iu recent buildings, however, 
especially the Custom-house and railwav 
station, which are the finest edifices of the 
place, stone found in the province has been 
used. The handsom est quarter is that of 
the Nouria. situated on the sea-shoreat the 
toot of a hiil clothed in verdure, its prin­ 
cipal feature is an esplanade, where the 
local society resort for prom enades and 
bathing. The barriera of the free port cut 
the town into two dislinct parts, isolating 
the one from the other. 
In the one 
reigned a feverish activity, in th o o ih er (the 
suburbs and environs) calm and tranquility 
prevailed. The prices of commodities dif­ 
fered exceedingly on the two sides c f the 
barrier. In the spacious faubourgs, sparsely 
inhabited by the poor, they were very lo w ; 
in the town, properly so-called, where the 
pressure of population was great, the price 
of land close to the sea varies from 75 to 100 
rubles the sagene (50 square feet), but even 
in the less-considered quarters the rate is 
never lower than 25 rubies for the same 
quality. Consequently the rent of houses 
and shops is very high. 
A miserable hold­ 
ing of the latter class is let for 800 lo 1.000 
rubles, and a lodging of two rooms cannot 
be had for less ttian ¿00 rabies. M anual 
labor is at a premium , and fetches four and 
even five times w hat it does in purely Rus­ 
sian towns. The wages of a sim ple do­ 
mestic range from 10 to 15 rubles a m onth. 
In the m eantim e petty speculators, desti­ 
tute of capital and credit, have m onopo­ 
lized the entire trade ami inundated the 
town with the refuse of foreign m anufact­ 
ures. 
It is noteworthy that not a single 
commercial firm of repute, w hether Rus­ 
sian or foreign, has established a branch 
accncy in the free port of Batoum. 
As re­ 
gards the inconvenience caused by the bar­ 
riers in the m atter of provisions coming 
from the surrounding districts, m uch has 
been said and written w ithout exaggerating 
the evil, ft is clear that the situation was 
abnormal, the activity morbid, a state of 
things which will be changed by the sup­ 
pression of the free port. Tiie central 
meeting-place for transacting business is a 
cafe facing the sea. 
The conversation 
there is lim ited to Turkish affairs, T urkish 
coffee is the only beverage, and nothing is 
smoked but Turkish tobacco. 
Gambling 
goes on in the open air, ami tables for play­ 
ing games of hazard extend along the foot­ 
path. Despite all difficulties, however, the 
future of Batoum is assured as well by the 
superiority of its harbor as by its geograph­ 
ical position. 
It is the best port in ihe 
Black sea, it has a depth of water close in 
shore of from thirty to forty fathom s, and 
its area would accommodate fifteen war 
vessels without counting a vast num ber of 
merchantm en. Neither should it be for­ 
gotten that Batoum forms the outlet to a 
railway eight hundred versts in length, 
connecting two seas, and transporting goods 
not only from Baku and Jifha, but from 
our Transcaspian conquests. Tne Krasno- 
vodsk-M err line wiil supply it with consid­ 
erable quantities of cotton and silk for 
transportation. Persian wheat is already 
carried thither in large quantities, along 
with naphtha from Baku. There is a ques­ 
tion of constructing a canal Irom the latter 
town by which its naphtha m ight flow un­ 
interruptedly from the place of production 
to the place of shipping. 
Locomotive and 
cistern trucks already exist for the carriage 
of this im portant article of commerce, the 
demand for which is on the increase, 
it is 
possible, nay, even probable, that 
the 
whole trade of íiflis (this ¡3 probably a 
m isprint for Poti) whose decay is notori­ 
ous, will pass over to Batoum . T hus the 
development of Batoum , justly called the 
‘Gate of the Caucasus.' in no way depended 
on its being a free port. 
It is to be hoped 
that the adventurers and wretched mer­ 
chandise imported by them will soon make 
way for Russian m erchants and Russian 
goods. 
W e m ust not omit to say 'h a t the 
town, beautifully situated in the m idst o: 
m ountains and forests, on the borders of 
the sea, when the marshes are drained, will 
offer many inducem ents to settle there. The 
m ineral waters of M akhindjaour are fa­ 
mous in the locality."

These grants were made him for pro­ 
fessional services, which were of the high­ 
est importance, a? he was thebest authority 
in this specialty. 
His law practice was 
worth $50,000 a year, and he made very ju­ 
dicious investments. 
Hence, his executors 
will find his estate in good shape. He was 
not addicted to landed property and his 
wealth is chiefly 111 bonds and stocks.— 
jYcu’ York letter to Independent Statesman.

t i o n .— The idea is very generally prevalent 
that in El Dorado county irrigation is ab­ 
solutely necessary to m ake grane growing 
a success. This is a mistaken idea, as the 
exhibits at our District Kair iast week 
clearly manifest. All o f the best exhibits 
of the products of the vine were produced 
without irrigation. The grapes exhibited 
by Robert McKay-, grown five miles north­ 
west from here, and by Thom as O’Hardie, 
whose vineyard is on the top of the hill 
near the southeast lim its of the town, were 
produced w ithout the use of water, and for 
superior quality, size 
and 
beauty of 
bunches, no section of tiie .State can suc­ 
cessfully compete. 
Most of our grape 
lands do better with thorough cultivation 
than with irrigation, but it has been the 
habit with too m dny to use water instead 
of the cultivator, to the injury of their 
vines as well as the deterioration of the 
fruit. The fact th at we have an abund­ 
ance of water fvir irrigation purposes seems 
to lead m any to suppose th at it is abso­ 
lutely essential in all agricultural, horti­ 
cultural and ' iticultural pursuits. 
Not so.

DOMESTIC N E W S. 
Bull R utter Men Lit king. 
W a s h in g to n , September 17th—Some 
manufacturers of oleomargarine have pro­ 
tested to the Treasury Department against 
the construction placed by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau on the second section of 
the Act regulating the manufacture of that 
compound. The law imposes on “ oleo oil. 
neutral and other articles of a like nature,'’ 
a tax of the same amount as is imposed on 
oleomargarine. It appears that there are a 
number of firms engaged in the manufact­ 
ure of oleomargarine, whose business is to 
purchase and combine various ingredients 
into a marketable article, and if component 
articles are subject to n tax, as has been 
held by the Revenue Bureau, the result 
will be to compel these manufacturers to 
pay a double tax, as they are also required 
by law to place stamps on the finished ar­ 
ticles when compounded. It is also stated 
that certain firms are making large quanti­ 
ties of what is knows as “ oleo oil," which 
is sold and used solely as a lubricant for 
machinery. If the strict construction al­ 
ready given to the law by the department 
i- adhered to, this material wiii also be 
subjected to the tax imposed on oleomar­ 
garine. The matter i- now under consider­ 
ation by the Internal Revenue Bureau, and 
it is believed that when Commissioner 
Miller returns the construction that has 
been placed on the second section of the 
Act wiil be modified. 
Sensational Reports Concerning fciio Hop 
Business. 
New Yoke, September 17th.—The Stars 
Albany special says: In Otsego, where the 
hop yield last year was 40,000 bales, it will 
be but 4,000 now, and of this number less 
than 1,000 will be choice, which seils at go 
cents. The best of 1H85 fetch SO cents. 
Farmers who have 18,S5 hops are still se­ 
rene, as they expect pretty still figures by 
January next, lienee the sales are slow. 
Goad judges say the choice hops of this 
crop will not exceed 0.000 bales. Worse 
than this dubious outlook is tii. story that 
the crop of 1887 will be even less than that 
of this season. The injury now comes from 
blight to the foliage by insects, but a small 
root worm has just been found in Verona. 
Oneida county, which is apt to cause more 
ruin to next season's yield than is now 
thought of, for if the roots are in decay 
new settings will be inevitable before an­ 
other crop can be grown. I’rices are apt to 
go much higher here than ever before if 
the present reports from England and Ger­ 
many of a failure there are true. England, 
it is said, will not produce 50 per cent, of 
her usual hops.

Raiding Am erican Sealing Grounds. 
W a sh in g t o n, September 17th.-—Special 
Agent Tingle, of the Treasury Department, 
lias returned to this city from the seal 
islands of Alaska. lie left Alaska shortly 
after the seizures of foreign sealers had 
been made by Captain Abbey. In the case 
of the British vessel Onward, Tingle says 
rim master of the vessel admitted having 
killed his catch of seals along the shores of 
the seal islands. These predatory sealers, 
he says, make a practice ol stealing 
ashore under cover of fogs and clubbing 
seals, which are then tossed into boats and 
conveyed on board the ship to be skinned. 
Large numbers of seals are also shot in the 
sea, and this practice is particularly de­ 
structive, from the fact that three out of 
every four animals shot sink and cannot be 
re overcd. Notwithstanding these losses, 
the agent says seal life is increasing with 
great rapidity. Tiie agent was not inclined 
to discuss the 'legality of the seizures al­ 
ready made, but stated that a law officer 
had been sent from Ban Francisco to assist 
in prosecuting the cases before the Sitka 
Court. 
The Journeying K nights. 
Denver. September 17th.—Two special 
trains, one of twelve and the oilier of sev­ 
enteen sleepers, arrived here this afternoon 
over the t'nion Pacific, bringing the Cali- 
i rnia Knights Templar en route to the 
Triennial Conclave at St. Louis.

S t . Lotus, September 17th.—Three hun­

rived in this city this morning in twelve 
cars over the Atchison. Topeka and Santa 
Fc Railroad, in charge of Colonel J. F. 
“Wade, Tenth United S ates Cavalry, com­ 
manding a company of 85 guards. * These 
Indians, though not actively engaged in 
Geronituo’s late campaign, were neverthe­ 
less suspected of furnishing the hostiles 
with provisions and ammunition, and the 
Government thought best to remove them 
irotu their reservation. They will proceed 
from here direct to Fort Marion, near 
Jacksonville, Florida. They will be given a 
reservation somewhere in that State. 
Crowds of people gathered at the railway 
station to see a real live Indian, and were 
rewarded by seeing them breakfast at a 
modern restaurant, which they were evi­ 
dently not accustomed to doing. 
The Stricken City. 
C h arlesto n.September 17th.—Last night 
was quiet. Work is going on actively, but 
bricklayers and plasterers are badly needed. 
Subsistence committees are now issuing ra­ 
tions to nearly 7,000 persons, a large ma­ 
jority of whom are colored.

Proposed Cel* bratt n of llie ldOtli An­ 
niversary of Ike Federal Constitution. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , September 17th.—As a 
result of the action taken by the Chief 
Magistrates of the thirteen original States, 
seven Governors of as many conmion- 
wealibs met here to-day to arrange for the 
fitting observance of the centennial anni­ 
versary of the promulgation of the Consti­ 
tution of the United States. Ten States 
were represented—New Hampshire, Massa­ 
chusetts and North Carolina not being rep­ 
resented, but probably will be by to-mor­ 
row. The following Governors were pres­ 
ent: Pa'ti-on of X’ennsylvania, Lee of Vir­ 
ginia. Lloyd of Maryland, Stork ley of Del­ 
aware, YVetmore of Rhode Island, McDan­ 
iel of Georgia, and S h ep p ard of South Car­ 
olina. New York was represented by a 
committee of the State Legislature, ami 
Connecticut oy ex-Governor Bigelow. 
At the Continental Hotel Governor Rat- 
tison delivered an address of welcome. 
There were present also many other distin­ 
guished visitors from the various S:ates and 
a citizens’ Committee <>f Entertainment. 
After Governor Pattison’s speech the 
party divided intojiairs and marched down 
Chestnut street to the old State House. 
Here the partv halted in the room where 
the Declaration of Independence was 
signed, and under a canopy of red, white 
and blue they listened to an address 
of welcome by Mayor Smith. Carpentei’s 
Hall, the old ball’where, in 1774, the first 
Colonial Congress met, eleven provinces 
being represented, was the next place vis­ 
ited." At this place also a meeting was 
held. The Governors ranged themselves 
around the large table near the center of 
the hall. Richard K. Betts, one of the old­ 
est members of" Carpenter’s Company, ’ of 
Philadelphia, welcomed the visitors and 
briefly reviewed the history of the time­ 
worn meeting place. Carson then delivered 
an oration. 
The business meeting of the Governors 
was called to order by Governor I’attison. 
Governor Lee of Virginia was invited to 
take the ciiair, and Carson was elected 
Secretary. Letters were read from the 
Governors of North Carolina, New Hamp­ 
shire and Massachusetts, regretting their 
inability to be present, and assuring the 
Governors that they were in sympathy with 
the movement. 
Colonel J. K. Peyton, 
who originated the idea of the cele­ 
bration, and 
who 
has 
charge of 
arrangements, was invited to the stand to 
make any suggestions which might have 
occurred to him. The Colonel, in reply, 
said that it would be a good idea to have 
everv State in the Union represented at the 
celebration next September by a regiment 
of soldiers. 
it seemed to 
him tbat 
the young men in the various States 
would gladly avail themselves of this 
opportunity * to participate 
in 
the 
celebration. 
On motion of 
Governor 
Pattison, the organization was made per­ 
manent. 
The Governor suggested also 
that a committee consisting of the Gov­ 
ernors of the thirteen States and repre­ 
sentative citizens from those States lie ap­ 
pointed to prepare a plan for the celebra­ 
tion. The Chair appointed a committee, 
consisting ol’ five members, to draft a plan. 
The Governors of Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Rhode Island, Maryland and Georgia were 
appointed. 
During the session in Carpenter s Hall, 
resolutions were adopted that each State 
and Territory be invited to unite in prepa­ 
ration for the proper national celebration 
of the adoption of the Federal Constitu­ 
tion, to be field in this city in September 
of next year, and that the President be in­ 
vited to formally communicate to Congress 
at its next meeting the fact tbat his 
administration closes the first century 
of constitutional government, and to urge 
upon that body the propriety of taking 
measures to render the celebration worthy 
of an occasion of such dignity and import­ 
ance ; that the Executive of every State and 
Territory in the Union be formally com­ 
municated with and urged to press upon 
the attentioti oí their people the fitness of a 
hearty co-operation. Recess was then taken. 
An Inglorious lovaslon. 
N ew Y o r k , September 17th. — Jacob 
Boiz, Consul-General lor Honduras, now 
in New York, lias ieceived the following 
advices regarding the late revolutionary 
movements in that country ; “ On his ar­ 
rival at Costa Rico, Soto ordered Delgado, 
Materri and all his chief officers and en­ 
listed men. who were at Nicaragua and 
numbered seventy-seven all told, to invade 
Honduras, which they did on the 10th o¡ 
August. Our troops met and completely 
routed the invading force. Morri. \ aias- 
quez and seven other chiefs and officers 
were killed, and only Delgado anil Herra­ 
dora made good their escape. All the rest 
of the invaders remained on lb ' battle­ 
field, either dead or as prisoners. Delgado 
and Herradova fled to the mountains on 
foot. The people of Honduras are unani­ 
mous in their adherence to the present 
Government, ar.d not one man sustained 
or upheld the invaders. Peace is entirely 
restored.” 
. 
A later communication to General Diaz 
says : “ You will have learned of the total 
defeat of Delgado, his capture, and the 
death of Morri, along with many other 
officers and men. Delgado is now being 
tried by Court-martial. Not a man rose in 
his favor. I think we can now safely come 
to die conclusion that Soto's last ray of 
hope is extinguished." 
Tricks in all Trades. 
N ew York, September 17lh.—The trial 
of the Brighton Beach Racing Association 
for allowing gambling and pool-selling on 
the race track on Coney Island in June was 
begun bv the Court of Sessions in Brook­ 
lyn yesterday. In theopcning address, the 
District Aitornevexplained that the Brigh­ 
ton Beach system lor attempting to evade 
the law was little different from that at the 
track of die Coney Island Jockey Club, and 
what was known as the Duryea system. 
Instead of buying pools, a man joined the 
Association for the improvement of the 
creed of norses,which entitled him toa share 
in the proceeds of the victory of ihe horse 
which he named. The membership was 
peculiar in this—tbat it lasted only lor one 
race, and a man might join the Association 
a score of times in one dav and take an 
interest in different horses each time. 
Indians as H om esteaders. 
W ashington, September 17th.—Acting 
Land Commissioner Stockslager lias ren­ 
dered a decision in the case of the Indian 
claiming land in Washington Territory as a 
homesteader, against the claim ot the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, in 
which he holds that the occupation of the 
land by an Indian prior to the filing of the 
company's map of definite location was 
such a claim as excepted the tract from the 
grant. This decision virtually decides a 
large number of similar cases in Washing­ 
ton Territory. 
A Case of quien Sabe. 
W ashington, September 17th. — The 
Evening Slur prints a statement to the effect 
that Secretary Manning will go to Austria 
as United States Minister, instead of re­ 
turning to the Treasury Department. It 
says that a hint as to his appointment is 
said to have been made to Austria, and it 
was received with great favor; and it also 
says that the President lias decided to make 
the appointment. Governor Porter, First 
Assistant Secretary of S;a'e, says, however, 
that he has never heard of ^uch an appoint­ 
ment being contemplated. 
Sunday Funerals. 
New 
Y o r k , September 17th. — The 
Funeral Reform Association lias addressed 
a communication to the clergy of the prin­ 
cipal churches in this city and Brooklyn, 
asking them to urge upon their respective 
congregations the discountenancing of Sun­ 
day funerals, when it can be avoided. The 
practice compels liackraen, sextons, assist­ 
ants and others to continue at work on the 
day of rest when, in nine times out of ten. 
there is no necessity for it. The clergy cor­ 
dially commend the appeal.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
Recent Chinese O utrages on Am ericans 
in China. 
W ashington, September 17th.—Minister 
Denby, at Pekin, has reported to the Sec­ 
retary of State two cases of recent outrages 
perpetrated by Chinese upon Americans. 
Rev. A. A. Fulton and Miss Mary Fulton, 
M. D.. ail of the American Presbyterian 
Mission in China, established a mission 
hospital and station a: Kwai Ping, about 


400 miles southwest from Canton. W hen: 
they had expended a considerable sum in 
putting up buildings, placards appeared on j 
the walls declaring that the 
foreign dev* j 
ils" must go in three days, and tbtir build­ 
ings be destroyed. The “ literati,” as 
usual, were at the bottom of the disturb­ 
ance. A crowd gathered near the hospital, 
and Fulton set out to secure protection from 
the militia. He was stoned on his way, 
and was 
not permitted to return, 
and no soldiers were sent to protect the 
Mission. On May 6th the Chinese piled 
straw and faggots against the building oc­ 
cupied by Mrs. and Miss Fulton and a little 
daughter of the former, upon which the in­ 
mates tied and the house was looted and 
burned. The ladies sought refuge on boats, 
but the mob threatened to destroy any boat 
that should receive them, and alter some 
delay they reached the point where Fulton 
had been compelled to remain. Two days 
later they were put on boats and conveyed 
to Canton. The value of the property de­ 
stroyed is about $5,30*3, and Consul Sey­ 
mour is pressing a demand for the pay­ 
ment of this anionn' in damages. 
ADDITIONAL OUTRAGES. 
The second case is of still more recent 
date. On Sunday, June 0th, in the ab­ 
sence of all the gentlemen connected with 
the Methodist Episcopal Mission Hospital 
at Chung King, and while only one lady 
was present, a mol» collected, broke down 
the gates and threw stones at the Huiy, one 
of w hich cut open her index finger its en­ 
tire length, wliileshe was otherwise injured 
about the head and arms. Complaint was 
made to the officials, but the matter was 
treated lightly. "This is a serious case,” 
writes Denby, “ and may be a test one. It 
grew, as all our evils in China do. out of 
troubles in the United Ttates.” Still later, 
Jiffy 19th, a mob attacked the Mission 
property at Chung King and destroyed it. 
Mr. Denby has filed a protest. 
kCmulating Guiteau. 
B ucharest, September 17th.—Bratinano, 
the Roumanian Prime Minister, was shot 
at last evening by an assassin. He per­ 
ceived the man’s intention in time to 
spring out of the path oi his aim. The 
bullet struck Robesco, a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and wounded him. 
The assassin was arrested and locked up. 
He confessed that for political reasons he 
intended to kill Bratinano. The weapon 
used was a pistol. 
AN EDITOR BLAMED. 
The attempt to assassinate Batinano has 
produced great excitement among the peo­ 
ple. A crowd surrounded the building 
occupied by the only newspaper here, 
which lia3 been opposing the Prime Min­ 
ister. blamed the editor for inflaming the 
hostile feeling against him and smashed all 
the furniture and fixings belonging to the 
concern. 
They savagely attacked and 
wounded two members of the staff and 
were proceeding to destroy the edifice 
when the police became masters of the 
situation and dispersed the mob. After­ 
wards the crowd attempted to lynch the 
prisoner, but were foiled by the police. 
* 
A Disliked Otticial. 
D ublin, September 17th.—The Freeman's 
Journal urges the citizens of Dublin to re­ 
frain from ali manifestations of welcome 
to* the Marquis of Londonderry when he 
arrives in Dublin to-morrow to assume the 
office of Lord Lieutenant. “ He bears Cas- 
tlereagh’s hated name, ’ says the Journal, 
and it adds: " Let the troops parade that 
represent eviction and coercion. A cheer 
from a single citizen would be a great hu­ 
miliation.’’ 
N eedn’t be A fraid. 
P aris, September 17th.—At the French 
army maneuvers a Russian General con­ 
gratulated the commander of the Twelfth 
Army Corps upon the splendid appearance 
of the men, saying : “ With such troops 
you have nothing to fear from anyone.” 
Deceased Noblemen. 
P aris, September 17th.—The Due de 
Cazes, whose serious illness was reported 
yesterday, is dead. 
P aris, September 17th.—Baron Edmond 
Crayon Latour is dead. He was in his 67th 
year. 
Probable Strike. 
Nottingham. September 17tb.—The lace 
manufacturers of Nottingham have com­ 
bined in a proposition to reduce the wages 
of the lace-makers. The employrs, it is 
believed, will resist the reduction, and a 
lockout is considered imminent. 
Sculling In Englaud. 
London. September 17th.—The sculling 
match between Beecli, of Australia, and 
Gaudanr, of Canada, will take place 
to-day. Beech is the favorite in the betting 
—five to two being laid on him. 
Ross and Lee. the American oarsmen', 
have issued a challenge to a double-scull 
race with any two men in the world for 
£200 a side. 
Prince A lexander’s "Sack." 
"Sofia, September 17th.—The Sobranje 
has voted a grant of $500,000 to purchase 
all of Prince Alexander's property in Bul­ 
garia, retaining from the whole sum $185,- 
o’Xi with which to liquidate the Prince's 
indebtedness to the national banks. 
The Russian H arvest. 
St. P etersburg, September 17th.—Official 
estimates of the Russian harvests show 
that the yield of winter wheat wiil be 
0,500,000 bushels, a falling oft of fully 50 
per cent, from last year. 
A nother Vessel Seized. 
Ottawa, September 17th.—Inquiry at the 
Customs Department shows that the fish­ 
ing schooner Pearl Nelson was seized at 
Princeton fur having landed twelve men 
during the night. The master of the vessel 
reported next day, but not before the Cus- 
t ms officers were on board ami had every­ 
thing seized. It is understood that $200 
was deposited as a fine, but as yet the Cus­ 
toms Department has taken no action in 
the matter.

Salubrity of Our California Clim ate. 
The salubrity of our California climate is 
becoming quite universally noted. Per­ 
haps the most satisfactory test of its salu­ 
brity is found in the number of deaths 
among children of a tender age. It is 
among these that the heat and steam-bath 
atmosphere of an unsalubrious climate 
show their death-dea'inj: power. The un­ 
usually hot season on this coast presents a 
good opportunity for comparing the mor­ 
tality In this ci'ty with that ot the East, 
where there has yet been apparently noth­ 
ing inoiethan the usnal summer heat. In 
San Francisco the hot days of summer are 
usually confined to three or four, when the 
thermometer stands at 99° or above. But 
this year we i ave bad a long period of 
warm weather, during which the usual 
fogs and cool winds if summer have been 
absent. But the records of the Health 
office show that during oue of our recent 
hot weeks there were only 78 deaths, ami 
of these only 22 were of children under 5 
years of age. The death rate of all classes 
was only .24 per 1,000. In New York, in 
the corresponding week, there were 1,111 
deaths, of which 68.5 were of children under 
5 years of age. These deaths, therefore, of 
children under 5 years were, in New York, 
61 per cent, of the whole, while in San 
Francisco they were only 28 per cent. The 
death rate of all classes in New York was 
.7" per 1,000, and for children under 5 years 
of age .45per 1,000. This shows iha'mor- 
talitvof at! classes in New York to have 
been three times greater than that in this 
city, while the mortality of chiidren under 


A B ig Bonanza in th e B ible.—In an 
English magazine an attempt is made to 
give a series of Americanisms—that is to 
say, words coined or invented in America. 
Under tiie word bonanza, the definition ;s 
given : “ Spanish—a big scheme by which, 
honestly or otherwise, much money is 
made." Upon this a critic pounces* and 
says tbat bonanza means “ good fortune or 
good luck.” Bonanza is, indeed, a Spanish 
word, and very naturally came into use in 
California or Nevada.* But it does not 
mean “ a big scheme" or "good luck." It 
is n nautical, a sea-going word, and means 
fair weather at sea. If the reader will re­ 
fer to St. Matthew, vii.. 26, he will read 
that, after the Lord rebuked the wind and 
sea, •* there was a great calm.” And if the 
reference is next had to the Spanish ver­ 
sion of the New Testament, lie will find 
the phrase there given 1' una grande bo­ 
nanza.” It is easy to understand how the 
word came into its figurative use—as mean­ 
ing a happy, calm and good hope after a 
weary search.—Philadelphia Ledger. 
Bovs WniprED r.v Sparrows.—A crowd 
of boys attempted to amuse themselves by 
throwing green apples into sparrows’ nests 
on the hill last evening, and succeeded in 
creating a very lively fight. The trees were 
rilied with thousands of birds, which stood 
the fun until it became monotonous, and 
then organized and made a fell swoop upon 
their tormentors. They flew straight*for 
the face, and it began to look serious for the 
urchins. Some of the latter ran to a safe 
distance and looked on, but the more ad­ 
venturous waged the battle. Two boys were 
picifed at until their faces and hands were 
covered with blood, and they were obliged 
to defend themselves with clubs in order to 
save their eyes. They tired before the 
sparrows, however, and at last were obliged 
to beat a retreat to some more thinly-popu­ 
lated bird district, tvliiie the feathered ami v 
buddled together on a long iimb.— Fall 
River Globe.

Even people in southern California 
are beginning to take notice of the capabil­ 
ities of ihe northern half of the State, and 
are asking concerning land there situated. 
The railroad which is being pushed north 
to the Oregon boundary, that being built 
into Lake county, and the projected exten­ 
sion of the Donohue road into Mendocino 
couuty, are causing almost constant in­ 
quiry for land in those sections. In the 
southern part of Lake and Mendocino 
counties the best land has been picked out 
to a gieat extent, but further north there 
are large tracts of good land, and in almost 
any direction from Y’reka excellent Gov­ 
ernment land may be obtained.
